The bill for reducing the number of county 
councillora was introduced to the Logislat- 
ure, by Hon, Mr. Hardy, ‘Lhe act is divid- 
ed into two parts. The firat psri deals with 
the submission of the question of reducing 
the number of County Councillors in any 
county to tre eleotora, and maskes provision 
that in every county where the Council of 
the county is compoeed of more than twenty 
mombers, and in other counties where the 
Couccil is composed of twenty members or 
less, if tho Council by resolution so directs 
the clerk of the county shall, at the general 
municipal election to be holden in the year 
1897, aubmit to the iocal electors of every 
local manizipality in the county, the ques- 
tion ot whether they are favorable to the 
adoption of an act or oppoeed thereto, The 
firat twenty-one sections of the act are de- 
voted to the procedure upon taking the vote. 

Part 2 of the act relates to the constitution 
of County Cuuncila after the act gocs into 
operation, Section 22 declares that County 
Councils shall, in counties containing not 
more than 40,000 inhabitants, be composed 
of pine members; in counties containing 
more than 40.000 and lees than 60,000 or a 
greater number, of thirteon ,moembere. 
Section 23 provides that nominations shall 
be made in writing, signed by at least 
twenty five municipal electors in the county, 
and deposited with the Clerk on or bofore 
the let day of December. If more candi- 
dates are nominated than the number of 
County Councillors to bo elected in the 
county, notice is to be givon by the County 
Clork of the nominationy made, and this 
notice ia to be sent to the Clerk of each of 
the local muniolpslities, together with voting 
papers in the form prescribed by the act, 

At a meeting of each local Municipal 
Counoil, held on the third Monday of Janu- 
ary, the Reeve and Deputy Reeve aro to fill 
up and sign the voting papers, Bach Reeve 
or Deputy Reevo is to bo entitled to a 
number of votes equal to the namber of 
County Councillors to be eleoted, ond may 
give all his votes to one candidate, or may 
diatribute thom, a8 he thinks best, The 
Clerk of the municipality is to transmit 
the voting papers to the Olork of the county, 
who is to open the packages and count tho 
votes in the presence of the County Judge or 
Sheriff, or in the absenco of both of those 
officials in the presence of the County Court 
Clerk, and is to enter the votes given for 
each candidate in » book kept for that pur- 
pose, and forthwith declare the persons 
elected who haye received the highest num- 
ber of votes,

| Tho Transvaal and its wonderful cos- 
mopolitan centre, Johannesburg, are 
just now of greater interest than ever. 
Emigration there from all ent prising 
civilized nations is still on the increase. 
| Let us see what the country with its 
capital is like—its people, life, 
and advantages for settlers. 

First, to get there. The railway jour- 
|ney from Cape Town to Johannesburg 
of about three days is through a seem- 
ingly endless, Sandy country, with range 
succeeding range of distant mountains, 
all alike, and strikes ao greater sense 
of vastness and desolation than an ex- 
panse of naked ocean itself, First and 
second class have sleeping accommoda- 
tion, the third being kept for blacks and 
the lowest class Dutch, Well, we reach 
Johannesburg, which has not even yet, 
with all its wealth, a covered-in rail- 
way station; while, by way of contrast 
in the progress of the place, just across 
the road is a huge club, with tennis, 
cricket, football, and cycling grounds, 
gymnasium, military band, halls for 
dancing, operas, oratorios, &c., which 
will 1 comparison with any you 
please. Ils members are millionaires 
and clerks, lodgers and their lodging 
house keepers, all equal there; for we 
have left behind cast, cliques, and cath- 
edral cities, and are cosmopolitan, or, in 
a word, colonial. An institution like 
this sives us the state of society there 
in a nut shell, for, as wages are very 
high, any one in anything like lucrative 
employment can belong to it; and the 
grades in society: are determined by 
money, and money only. 


JOHANNESBURG, 
the London of South Africa, which was 
| nine years ago barren veldt, eight years 
ago, 2 miner’s camp, is now the centre 
of some one hundred thousand inhab- 
itants, and increasing about as fast as 
bricks and mortar can be obtained. It 
is situated directly on top of the gold, 
and, on looking down from the high 
| ground above, it looks to an English

| eye like a huge, long-drawn-out mass of 
| tin sheds, with its painted iron mine 
|} chimneys running in a straight line all 
along the quartz gold reef as far as 
‘e can see in either direction. The 
argest or main reef runs for thirty 
miles uninterruptedly, gold-bearing and 
| honeycombed with mines throughout. 
This, even were it alone, could speak 
for the stability and continued pros- 
perity of the Transvaal gold trade. On 
a mail steamer arriving only a few 
days ago from the Cape was said to be 
between £300,000 and £400,000 worth of 
gold, and the newspapers show that 
usually about £100,000 worth is consign- 
ed by each mail boat. 

As we enter the town we find fine 
and well-planned streets, crossed at 
places with deep gutters—gullies rather 
—to carry off the water, which is often, 
in the heavy summer rains, deeper than 
your Imees. Crossing these at a fast 
rot, the driver never drawing rein, the 
novice is shot about in his white-cover- 
ed two-wheeled cab, with its large 
springs, like a pee in a bladder. In- 
eed, one marvels at the daintily-dress- 
ed habitue of the place being swun 
through similarly, quite unconcerned, 
and without rumpling a frill. We pass 
fine public buildings, very high houses 
and shops—somewhat jerry-built, it is 
true, and goodness help them in the 
event of a large street fire—but now 
being added to or replaced by larger 
and more solid buildings. Indeed, bricks 
cannot be made fast enough for the 
demand, both there and in some of the 
Gall er Transvaal towns, where the 
“gold boom” is on. There are lofty and 
handsome shops, with most costly con- 
tents, which can vie with London or 
Paris. 

Let us watch from the high raised 
stoop outside the Post Office, looking 
down over the huge 


MARKET SQUARE. 


What strikes us first are the two- 
wheeled two-horse cabs, with white 
hoods, recklessly driven by Malays in 
the inseparable red fez; these, with the 
fast-trotting mule or horse wagons, 
show the pace at which business or 
pleasure is followed. As a contrast 
comes the lumbering ox wagon, with 
ten or twelve span of oxen, a little 
Kaffir boy dragging and directing the 
| leading couple by a thong round the 
| horns, and the unamiable Dutch far- 
mer revolving around, swearing and us- 
ing his fifteen-foot whip to keep the 
concern in motion. Then passes a body 
of some 200 prisoners, Kaffirs and a 
few whites leading, marched in fours 
by some dozen white-helmeted police 
and four or five mounted men, all pa- 
raded through the main streets, inno- 
eent and guilty ‘alike, to the Court 
House, and many escaping en route as 
occasion offers.

An Electric Motor Cycle,"” 


Electrical manufacturers appear to have 
taken up in earnest the matter of produc- 
ing a practicable electric cycle. The at- 
tempts hitherto made in this direction 
have been, as a rule, either complicated, 
inefficient or expensive, and sometimes 
have been open to the threeobjections. A 
motor cycle which has been desigued by a 
New York firm shows in many respects a 
decided advance on preyious types. It is 
intended to bo-operated at a maximum 
speed of twelve miles an hour over ordi- 
nary yoads, It can maintain this speed 
for four hours, thus giving a traveling 
distance of forty-eight miles. ‘Two motors 
are employed, each of one-half horse- 
power, and weighing % pounds each. 
These are geared independently to the two 
rear wheels, ‘The storage battories which 
supply the motive power for the vehicle 
are of a specially Hight lead-zine type, and 
weigh 185 pounds, The total weight of 
motor cycle, including everything, is 310 
pounds, which is much lighter than any 
yehicle of equal efficiency yet produced,

Tho reported discovery by Dr. Nanson of 
tho North Polo Is muoh discudsed in tho 
prosa, both 1 London and, aooording to 
forolgn tolograme, olsowhore, and tho 
general opinion seoma to be somewhat 
scoptioal, without denying the possibility 
of tho truth of thoroport, But this re 
port {6 hold to at least Indloate that Dr, 
Nanson {a safe, and is returning. Tho 
Royal Goographioal Society's Hoors 
considor it strango that they should have 
received no word, as Dr, Nanson promised 
that the sooloty should have tho vory frat 
nows, and thoy havo oy yet reoolved 
nothing. Tho Timos prints various con- 
jocturos on tho subjeot,and concludes that 
if tho nows Is true, Dr. Nanson has ac- 
complished the task moro rapidly than 
was oxpeoted, 

A despatch to the Times from 
Potorsburg says: ‘‘No confirmation has 
beon recolyod of tho news that Dr, 
Nansen has discovered tho North Polo 
and is returning to olvilization, If ho is 
returning his own despatches aro likely 
to arriyo boofro any answor Is ayallablo 
to onquirlos to such wild regions, devoid 

ag thoy are of telograph or other means 
of regular communication.’’ 

Captain Wiggins thinks that if itis 
true that Nanson is returning ho must 


havo abandoned his ship. This observor 
regards tho report regarding Nansen as 
not impossible. 

The Daily News has an interview on 
tho subject with Mr. Clements R. Mark- 
ham, president of the Royal Geographical 
Soolety, who did not think that it wag 
impossible that Dr, Nansen had reached 
the Pole, but thought tho absence of de- 
tail was strongly against the truth of tho 
report. 

The news from Dr, Nanson which was 
telegraphed hore from Irkutsk, Siboria, 
was received thero from Ust Yaoht, at 
the mouth of the Yana river. 

Gen. Grenly regards the fact that tho re- 
port failed to stato Dr. Nansen's location 
When hoard from os a yery susploious 
olroumstanco, Genoral Greely believes 
that Nansen’s idea as to the way in which 
to reach tho Polo js utterly impracticable. 
Nansen held that by getting Into the 
Jeannotte current ho would bo carried 
north to the Pole and thon across it south 
into warmer waters again, Nanson's 
belief in the oxistence of such a ourrent 
was basod upon the finding of what 
claimed to be relics of the Jeanetto ex- 
podition, and on a theory he conceived 
based on tho direction of the ourrenta of 
the air. General Greely says tho alleged 
relios Layo never been authentically 
proyen to have been those of the Jeannotte 
expedition. Upon this filmsy foundation, 
General Greely said, the Fram expedition 
started. He does not believe that the 
party has reached tho Pole, but in view 
of tho length of time whioh has elapsed 
sinco it commonced its yoyage, ho thinks 
it has elthor perished or isin great dangor, 
Fyidently this is the belief of the Nor- 
wegian Govornmont, for he says it has 
Brnjesced an expedition to go to Nansen’s 
relief.

Some of these quaint little 
elves hand round tea to the spectators, It 
isin mystical old Kyoto that the finest 
cherry dance is to be seen, and crowds 
flock thither from distant places to take 
part in the beautiful festival. Many of 
the geishas are loyely—refined, odd-look- 
ing blushing little beauties in long, gro- 
tesque kimonos.”’—Review of Reviews,

Wolves in Norway, 

During the last two or three years 
wolves haye without doubt increased con- 
siderably in Norway. Not only have they 
cominitted a good deal of damage among 
domestic animals, bit in some cases the 
elk have been so persecuted by them as to 
be obliged to take refuge among the 
haunts of men. Last winter, in Selbo 
district, near Trondhjem, the remains of 
several olk were found in the forest, while 
the tracks of the bloodthirsty brutes show- 
ed plentifully in the snow all around, 
while many more of the big deer must un- 
doubtedly haye fallen victims to their 
ravenous appetites. Two men driving in 
a sleigh with sleepers for the railway 
came across a big elk in sore plight ; three 
of the pack which had attacked him lay 
around dead or dying, pierced with his 
great antlers, while he himself could bare- 
ly stand. Needless to say, the worthy 
peasants made the most of the occasion ; 
they killed the unhappy bull, and they 
claimed and received the Government re- 
ward for each of the wolves. 

Only, lowever, when they are in droyes 
will wolves attack the larger animals, At 
first they try to stalk their intended vic- 
tim, and then, springing upon him with 
long bounds, they endeavor to pull it 
down ; failing in this they proceed to hunt 
it in the most methodical manner, two or 
three following the quarry closely, the 
others endeavoring to cut offitsretreat by 
lying in wait and bouuding to its throat. 
Tn spring and summer wolves are rarely 
seen, as they keep for the most part to the 
solitude of the woodlands, but in severe 
cold and stormy weather they collect to- 
gether in packs and descend to the more 
open and inhabited tracks of the country. 

While herding his reindeer during the 
long winter of the far North, the Lap- 
lander must be on his guard against the 
marauding wolves. Frequently for weeks 
together there is no sign of the common 
enemy ; then, without warning, the cry of 
the watcher rings out over the snow, 
“The wolves are afoot!’ And, however 
blinding the snow, however dark the 
night, all the inhabitants of the little 
camprush forth to defend the animals 
which to them represent wealth, clothing, 
food, existence itself. In such a melee 
the small, wiry dogs, of which the Laps 
always keep a number, perform an im 
portant part, barking and snapping at 
their opponents inthe most plucky way, 
and distracting their attention generally 
until the arrival of their owners upon the 
scene.—Pall Mall Gazette.

Portablo Electric Light Plant for Ship Uso, 

A very useful and compact portable 
electric light plant has been designed for 
ship use, The engine and dynamo are 
mounted on separate frames provided with 
wheels, so that the plang can at any mo- 
ment be run into position on board, where 
it can be bolted to form a complete bed. 
In addition to the necessary terminals aud 
connections for the cables to the projector 
and distribution boxes, which can be 
placed upon flats alongside a steamer, the 
plant is equipped with cargo shades. 
These shades, each of which is fitted with 
five sixteen candle power lamps, are used 
in the ombarking and disenrbarking of 
cargo, Which can be carried on uninter- 
ruptedly through the night. The projec: 
tor, which is used for navigating rivers, 
has a mirror 80 iachos in diameter, and is 
provided with a hand lamp and dispersion 
lens to give a fiat beam, Itcan be in- 
stantly runup to the bows of the ship 
when wanted. The plant, which is light 
as well as portable, is provided with a 
tarpaulin cover, so that in bad weather it 
can be covered up, It is designed to run 
for long poriods without attention,

In Fig. lan oultine of the shapo 1s 
given, and this ts covered with dark 
greon yolvot. Half a yard will bo ro 
quired, and this must be cut to the shape 
illustrated in the next diagram, This 
plece has to bo ovonly run in a serles of 
linea indioated by the dote, and after. 
wards drawn up, tho end of each gathor- 
ing throad being firmly securod by a 
stitch ortwo, ‘This detatl, of course, 
cannot be done until you hayo fitted tho 
gathoredl crown plece on to the shape, 
and regulated the fulness to tb, 

This done, attach the velvet to the 


foathors 
bonnots 


to the waist line, adding greatly to the 
beauty of the gown, 
‘A more elaborate gown is of nainsook, 
with the front made in bouffant style to 
drop just bolow tho walst lino, At either 
side of the full front tho gown is shaped 
with rows of French insertion soparating 
bands of linon lawn with dainty ombroid- 
er:d beading. 
Tho neck is outlined with a sailor col- 
Jar made of linen lawn, with fine tucks 
running diagonally and alternating with

ribbon bows, and fe frilled with a French 
lace, The sleeves ure of bishop shape and 
gathered into a band of insortion edged 
with lace, 

A pretty nightgown that formed a part 
of a bridal outfit was made with a Wat- 
teau back, the front with a short bay 
yoke of guipure embroidery, finished 
with a narrow row of insertion. 

Outlining the yoke, and tapering to 
the waist, are wide ruftles of embroldery, 
to form the reyers. Tho sleeves are full 
and gathered into a cuff composed of in- 
sertion, to which is attached a wide frill 
of guipure embroidery. 


The Nutmeg. 


Nearly every one is familiar with tho 
Appearance and taste of the nutmeg, 
which is so common asaspice. But all 
are not likewise familiar with its maxuer 
of growth. 

‘The trees upon which nutmoegs grow 
look like small pear-trees,and are genoral- 
ly not over twenty foot high. Tho flowers 
are very much like the lily of the valley. 
They are pale and yery fragrant. ‘Tho 
nutmeg is the seed of the fruit, and 
mace is the thin covering over the seed, 
The fruit is about the sizo of a peach. 
When it fs ripe it breaks open and shows 
alittle nutinside, The trees grow on 
the islands of Asia and tropical America, 
They bear fruit seventy or cighty years, 

‘pnd have ripe fruit upon them all tho 
season, 

A tree In Jamatos has over four thous- 
and nutmogs on it every year. Tho Dutoh 
used to havo all this nutmog trade, as 
they owned the Banda Islands, and con- 
quered all the trades and destroyed the 
trees, 

To keep tho price up, they once burnea 
there piles of nutmegs, each of which was 
sald to be ‘as big as a church.’’ 

Nature did not sympathize with such 
meanness. Tho nutmeg pigeon, found 
in all the Indian Island, did for the world 
what the Dutch had determined should 
not be done—carried those nuts which are 
their food, into all the surrounding coun: 
tries, and trees grow again, and tho 
world had the beneflt.—Tho Household, 


“Don't Grease the Griddle." 


Hot pancakes aro such universal favor- 
ites, and the family is so varied in all its 
ranches, that every ono knows how to 
mix the most approved ingredicnts, 
Whother tho substratum bo buckwheat, 
ico, Indiqn meal, or wheat flour. But 
ow to bake them fs tho quostion, with- 
out filling tho house with smoke and a 
heavy, greasy odor. 

Do not greaso the griddle. Thnt’s my 
Way of cooking thom. The gridale muat 
be perfectly cloan and smooth,and neltbor 
too hot nor yet too cool. When I think 
it about right I wipo it off with a wot 
towel, thon try ono amall cake. If it 
bakes to a nice light brown, then I keop 
the griddle at that temperature until tho 
meal is finished, moving it alternately to 
6 cooler or warmer place on the rango, 
as may be neoded.

Pooping out from heneath tho full 
crown wore somo tiny bluo forgut-me- 
nots, while on the brim, written in gold 
ink, wero tho words, ‘whero did you geo 
thot hati’ 


Undorneath the miniature hat woro 
several Inyers of folt, nicoly pinked, to 
use forthe ponwipor; but it ia doubt- 
fal if itsowner will evor have the hoart to 
dofaco such a dainty yalontine,—Z, 


shape by tacking it round the raw odgos, 
which are afterwards convealed by the 
bias piece of cherry-colored yelvet, which 
is folded around the brim, For this fold 
you will require a quarter of a yard ot 
yelvot, out on the cross, I dare say thore 
will be a short longth to spare, byt that 
cannot bo helped, asthe width is not 
sulfficlont to go round, silk velyet being 
only eighteen inches wide, as a rulo, 
The quarter of a yard we cutin two 
strips, join av tho cross, turning in the 
edges, and lightly oatching down to tho 
inside, taking great care that tho stitches 
do not show through, 

On cither side of the front is a bunch 
of ylolets which coyors the stitches em- 
ployed to catch the folds in the position 
they take in the sketch. More flowers are 
placed at the back, covering the join 
whore strings and fold meet, In addition 
to the violets, however, there are on the 
left side two plumes and a white curled 
osprey, and on the right two loops of tho 
yelyet made out of the plece I mentioned 
as being left over from the.folded front. 
Ribbon yelyet, pink or black, tho lattor 
for choice, should make the strings, one 
nnd a quarter yards being purchased, as 
the bow is tled close to the chin, the ends 
being quite short. 

The lining of this bonnet is accomplish- 
ed in a_ different munner to that, and is 


vory much easier to adjust. 


You buy a 
quarter of a yard of sarcenet, out it exact- 
ly so as to fit to the inside of the buckram 
shapo, then turnin the edges and hem 


neatly allround, A piece of muslin in- 
serted betweon the sarcenet and shapo 
will add considerably to the wearer's 
comfort, 


Pampas Grass, 

The cultivation of pampas grass ia one 
of the small but interesting Industries of 
California, August and September are 
the months in which the crop of plumes 
is gathered for distribution ovor the East- 
ern States of Amorica and for export. 

Probably not much more than a hun- 
dred nores !s deyoted to this grass in tho 
wholo of California, but each plant bears 
some thirty or forty plumes, and thore 
are about 800 plants on an acre, so it is 
very ovident that the total numbor of 
these ornaments is very large. 

One of tho largest producers has twonty 
acres of pampas grass on o Franch two 
milos from the little Quaker town of 
Whittier, 

Ifthere are no old plants the seed is 
sown during tho rainy season {in Janu- 
ary and Bebruary in rows twelyo foot 
apart, and carefully tended until the 
feathery fronds have attained thoir glory, 

As soon 94 this happons, the plumes, 
which often grow to a helght of twolve 
or fourteen feet, are cut by hand and tho 
greon leayes stripped off. hoy aro thon 
laid out to dry in the sun for threo days 
to take tha sap out of thostem, After this 
they nro collected and tied up into bun- 
dios of fifty, to be gent to the doslers. 

Bive conts js acommon price fora plume. 
Somotimesa they are dyed red, yiolot, 


Green or yellow before thoy go to tho 
market, 
Starting Chrysanthemums, 
Bring the chrysanthomums from the 
collar about tho latter part of Fobruary, 


and place thom for a fow days in a sunny 
window. 

Tho little shoots will soon begin to start 
out, and when those are sufficlontly hard- 
oned for slips, pot them, or what is pref- 
orable, take up tho young planta with 
somo of tho roots, as thoae are loas trouble 
to got atartod. 

Pot thom in quite small pots, putting 
broken bits of earthonwaré in tho soll to 
ensure good drainage, and keop the planta 
out of the sun for n fow days until thoy 
are woll-rooted; thon placo thom inn 
sunny window until May or June, when 
they oro transferred to the opon ground,

Charlotte Eillott. 


Charlotte Elliott was the daughter of a 
Yorkshire squire, Charles Eliott, and w 
born in 178% On her mother’s side she 
wis the granddaughter of Henry Venn, 
Wosley’s felend and companion, She was 
Lgay young girl, and by education, ac- 
conplishmet aud an intensely warm 
social native, she was fitted for the com- 
paniouship of the frivolous and gay, and 
to be with them was her delight. 

This vendered failing health in very 
early life an intolerable burden. Her 
bright morning was soon beclouded, and 


that her fu- 


the best physicians told her 
ture life was to be that of an invalid. She 
turned to human consolation, but found 

: The thought of separation from 
scenes of gaity, and a life of seclusion and 
physical weakness rendered her very sad, 
As yet she had no saving trust in Christ. 
She was not reconciled to God, In 1822, 
through the ministrations of Rey. Dr. 
Malan, of Geneva, she was led to look to 
to Jesus, and be saved. From that date a 
new life was open to her, The blessed 
Spirit had spoken through the saintly 
teucher; her weary soul was free, and in 
the thirty-third y of her life she rejoiced 
in the smiles of her Saviour, She had a 
fine musical ear and poetical taste. She 
at once consecrated her talents to God, 
and Edward Irving said he found in her 
an excellent co-worker, and the great 
Wilberforce says she often greatly en- 
cour dhim, Though reconciled to God 
she not yet reconciced to her lot. She 
said: ‘Tama child of God, but I am also 


aninyalid, Iam thankful for the for- 
mer, may I not also be thankful for the 
latter? The lessons of resignation are 
hard for me to learn, but are they impos- 
sible for me to master? I will now under- 
tuke the task.” 

After a few months of fighting and 
praying she says: ‘Oh, how many strug- 
gles, and apparently fruitless ones, it has 
cost me to be resigned to the appointments 
of my heavenly Father, But the struggle 
is now over. His grace is sufficient for 
me, He knows, and He alone, what it is 
day after day and hour after hour, to fight 
against bodily feelings of almost over 
powering weakness, languourand exhaust- 
ion, to resolve and nat to yield to depres- 
sion and instability, but to rise every day 
nnd follow one motto, “If any man willbe 


_my disciple let him take up his cross and 


follow me.”’ 

‘The first morning when she could say, 
“Tam resigned to my lot,’’ she took her 
pen and sketched the artless over-flowing 
of asimple heartin the beautiful hymn, 
“My God, my Father, while I stray.” 

She lived to be 82 years old. She died 
With these words on her lips, “Mine eyes 
shall behold in His beauty the King who 
taught me tosay and to sing “Thy will 
be done.” The Rey. Henry Venn Elliott 
always considered this hymn of his sis- 
ter’s to have outweighed in Christian 
yalue all his own efforts as a pastor. 

The son-an-law of the poet Wordsworth 
once wrote Miss Elliott, thanking her for 
this hymn, and saying that it had afford- 
ed great comfort to his wife on her dying 
bed. ‘When I first read it,” he states, ‘I 
han no sooner finished than she said very 
earnestly, That is the very thing for me!” 
At least, ten times that day she asked me 
to repeat it, and every morning from that 
day until the day of her death. some two 
months later, the first thing she asked for 
was her hymn. “Now my hymn,” she 
would say, and she would often repeat it 
after me, line for line, in the day and 
night. Her last words were, ‘‘O,.Lamb of 
God, I come, I come.” b 

Dr, Malan did not attempt to unravel 
allentanglements. ‘Dear Charlotte,” he 
said, “cut the cable ; it will take too long 
to unloose it, cutit; the wind blows and 
the great ocean is before you, the Spirit of 
God and eternity.’ She cut the cable 
“Waiting not’’—and how many since have 
been.able to follow her example—while 
singing as she gave utterance to her freed 
spirit.

The Automobile Club of Paris has ar-

ditions laid down for the race is that 
the contestants are to proceed only in 
the daytime. The carriages are to be 
divided into two classes, the first having 
two to four places, and the second ser- 
ies is for carriages having greater pas- 
senger accommodation, This club has 
decided to secure a villa in the Bois du 
Boulogne, Paris, as a branch of the Au- 
tomobile Club for use during the sum- 
mer, 

A gentleman was recently summoned 
in England for using a horseless car- 
riage without causing a person to pre- 
cede it with a flag. It was contended 
for the defense that the carriage was 
not a locomotive, but the presiding ma- 
gistrate considered that the apparatus 
could be converted into a locomotive, 
as it was capable of drawing another 
vehicle. magistrates decided that 
the motocycle was a locomotive, but as 
this was the first case of the kind, they 
imposed a normal fine of one shilling 
and costs. ‘The lawyer for the defen- 
dant says that a special act of parlia- 
ment w be required to render the 
use of such vehicles legal.

The 
hinge plece is 4 feet 6 inches long, 8x4 
inches, rounded atthe ends, and banded 
to prevent splitting, A round rod 8-4 
inch in diameter and about Sinches long

Live Stock Notes, 


Fowls should never be confined in such 
close quarters that they cannot take good 
exercise. 

The Farm Journal of Kentucky finds in 
one of its Kentucky exchanges a report of 
the sale of gray mares for $26 and a trio of 
Minorea chickens for $35. 

Blanketing makes the coats look better, 
still there is a probability that where kept 
in stables reasonably warm that there is 
actually less danger from sickness, the 
animals generally keeping in better health 
when not blanketed at all, With those 
that aredriven, however, a certain amount 
of blanketing is necessary, and there are 
driving horses that are unquestionably 
benefited by clipping, when, of course, 
blanketing becomes imperative, but there 
are comparatively few animals on any 
stock farm that it would be advisable to 
clip. 

Compared with corn, there is more pro- 
tein in oats and loss of the carbo-hydrates 
than in corn. Oatscontain about 9,25 per 
cent, of protein and corn about 7.90, while 
corn contains about 67 per cent. of carbo- 
hydrates and oats 48 percent. Thus, for 
fattening purposes, corn is superior to oats, 
but for animals that produce milk or are’ 
growing, oats should be fed. Corn is 
usually cheaper than oats, which brings it 
into more general use, but it is more 
economical to feed oats to work horses, 
growing stock, cows giving milk and lay- 
ing hens than to use corn. 

The cheapness of potatoes is leading 
many poultry men to use them extensive- 
ly as feed for fowls, A few can perhaps 
be thus nsed with profit, but potatoes, 
however cheap, should never constitnte 
the main ration. ‘The cooked potato is 
soft, and mainly composed of starch. It 
is, theoretically, a poor egg producer, We 
haye fed potatoes, using only those lefe 
from the table; but even theselessened the 
egg product untilwe gave over feeding 
potatoes to the hens and fed them to hogs 
instead. The hen requires whole grain to 
give its digestive organs enough to do, and 
however dear wheat may be, it is, all 
things considered, the cheapest food for 
fowls that are producing eggs, 


Farim Notes. 

The San Miguel ranch of California is 
credited with being the largest lima bean 
ranch of the world, and credited with rai 
ing 1,000 tons of lima beans last year, re- 
quiring 100 cars to ship them, aside from 
the twenty tons retained for seed. Other 
branches of agriculture are pursued on 
this ranch. 

The Rey. J. H. Crighton, in the Obio 
State Journal, recommends the osage 
orange as the best tree for planting for 
timber. Its good points he enumerates as 
follows: (1) Itis easy to transplant and 
tenacious of life. (2) It is a fast grower, 
and soon attains a good size, (8) Itisa 
straight, handsome tree, with leaves like 
the orange tree. (4) It is the Strongest 
tree in the whole aboretum. No tree will 
stand a cyclone like this, (5) It needs no 
boxing for protection. It is arnred and 
Will take care of itself. When it gets old 
it lays off its spines to a great extent. 
(6) It has no enemies like other trees, No 
bug, worm, beetle or beast will touch it, 
and it may be planted in the most public 
thoroughfare with safety. (7) It is the best 
timber tree we have, being strouger than 
hickory and more lasting tnan cedar, No 
man has ever yet lived long enough to see 
it rotten. The wood is hard as ebony, but 
will rive easily ; is of a golden color, and 
polishes equal to mahogany. ‘There ig 
some doubt about the hardiness of the 
ost orange where extremely low tem- 
peratures prevail, It is used 
plant to ne extent in Western New 
York in tude 43, but the snow there 
protects the soil from deep freezing over 
its roots, which is probably the part of tree 
moot sensitive to severe cold.

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REMODELING A BARN. 


Ono With & Basomont is Most Comfortable 
For Stock, 

There is some controversy concerning 
the comparative value of a bank or base- 
ment barn, and one built on level ground. 
Having used both, I candidly believe that 
farmers who contemplate building a new 
The Old Barn. The Remodeled Barn 
or remodeling an old barn will not be 
sorry if they choose one with a basement. 
It is economical, warm, and, if well ven- 
tilated, will be most comfortable for 
stock, Do not give fodder directly from 
above, but have spacious alleys, wide 


enough to hold feed for one or two days. 
Have boxes in the basement for grain, 
also a couple of good cats for catching rats 
and mice. 

The dimensions of a barn are not es- 
sentialin a plan, Build according to your 
needs. Divide the stall room so it will 
give you the best service. Allow five feet 
in single stalls for horses, and three feet 
for cattle. The illustrations show my 
original barn, and also the remodeled and 
enlarged structure, T raised the old barn 
on an eight-foot stone wall on three sides 
ofthe rectangle, then boarded, battened 
and prepared the other side as shownin 
the plan. It is very satisfactory now, and 
I have no doubt that many barns in the 
central west can be greatly improved at 
comparatively small expense. Fig. 1 is 
the old barn, and Fig. 2 is the same after 
it had been placed upon the stone wall and 
remodeled. Fig, 8 is the ground plan 
showing the arrangement of the stalls. 

For tying cattle, I find a chain most 
satisfactory, In my stalls I place a 2x4- 
inch scantling, with rounded edges to per- 
mit the free working up and down of the 
chain, One end of this scantling is fas- 
tened tothe top of the partition and the 
other to top of manger in a slanting man- 
ner, Thechain placed about this scant- 
ling and the neck of the auimal allows

plenty of room while eating and lying 
down, but keeps the animal in place. My 
cow stalls have a_ six-inch drop, the 
length of stalls varying to correspond to 
the length of the cattle. They are double, 
witha partition in the manger, so that 
each animal has his own food. This is an 
important point where animals of differ- 
ent ages are stabled together. In all well- 
regulated stables a good box stall, access- 
ible from both cow and horse barn, is de- 
sirable, This feature will be found in the 
accompanying plan.—D, B, Elliott, in 
Orange Judd Farmer, 


Effects of t. 


Tt is well known, says the Journal of 
Chemistry, that herbivorous animals are 
fond of common salt, and this is as true of 
wild animals as those domesticated by 
man. Carnivorous animals, on the other 
hand, either have no liking for salt or 
show a pogitive aversion to it. Cats, for 
example, will rely touch salt meat, 
This difference is not easily explained, 
The blood of both classes of animals con- 
tains acertain amount of soda salts, but 
the quantity of soda in a vegetable diet is 
not necessarily less than in one of flesh, 

A German experimenter, Herr Bunge, 
has been the first to suggest a plausible 
solution of the enigmn. <A vegetable diot 
furnishes twice asmuch potash asa flesh 
diet does, and it occurred to him that the 
greater supply of potash must be attended 
with the greatest waste of soda. To test 
this theory experimentally, he puts him- 
selfon a perfectly uniform diet of beef, 
bread, butter, sugar and a small quantity 
of salt. Whon by daily analysis of the 
urine he found that the quantity of soda 
and potash excreted had become con- 
stant, he proceeded to take such a doso of 
potash of salts during the day as would 
raise the amount of potash in his diet to a 
level with that consumed by a herbivor 
ous animal. The result was an immediate 
excretion of chloride of sodium in the 
urine, the amount being at once ‘increased 
three-fold, Much potash was of course 
also passed. The experiment was repeat- 
edat various times, employing different 
salts of potash, buts s with a similar 
result, a dose of potas every case pro 
ducing an immediate excretion of soda. 

Bunge be $ that this tendency of pot- 
ash to produ er oda in 
the system is the cause of the desire shown 
by herbivorous animals for common salt. 
Their vegetable dict is genorally yer h 
in potash, and they in stinctively seek an 
additional supply of s Soda does not 
seem to be an cssontinl ingredient of 
plants, but itis cortatuly indispensable in 
the animal economy. In the muscle and 
in the blood corpuscles potash is an es- 
sential constituent ; but in the fluid por- 
tion of x1 potash is injurious, 
and if in d cyen in small doses 
produces death. Soda salts, on tho 
other hand, can be injected with safety, 
and its presence in the blood {s essential 
to the continuation of vital processes,—

therefore an open question and is treated 
All evidence on the sub- 
ject that is at command is welcomed in 
these columns, middle ground between 
those who are for all winds, cold and exer- 
cise, and those who would haye the cow 
lie in absolute repose, except under the 
necessary stirof milking and of eating, 
appears to be not far out of the way. The 
question might have important light 
thrown upon it by the experiment stations, 
An investigation of the subject would 
necessarily require some years of time. 
Its importance warrants the time and the 
patience to work out the problem upon a 
eecurer basis than conjecture. 

One thing is clear, that now is the time 
for extra care on the part of those who 
have cows. Rains and extra severe 
days make the barns welcome places for 
the herds from October to March. 
Cows should not now be asked to secure 
much of their living on pasture, no more 
than their own pleasure will lead them to 
secure. Exercise, pure air and whole- 
some appetites will be compatible with 
brief days at pasture now, 


Uniformity of Butter. 


“Experience has shown that butter 
made by the addition of bacterial culture 
starters is generally more uniform in 
flavor than that ripened without the aid 
of an artificial starter. This isdue to the 
control exercised over the fermentation 
where a selected starter is added to the 
cream after ithas been pasteurized, To 
determine whether ‘Bil’ possessed this 
same advantage, the scores of the fresh 
butter have been tabulated and condensed 
in the following table :” 

Tu relation tothe claim that culture 41 
prevents the production of acid in cream, 
atable of the results of investigation is 
given in the following summary, and its 
teachings given: 

“From the above series of four experi- 
inents, it will be noted that the cream rip- 
ened with ‘Bil’ almost invariably pro- 
duced acid more rapidly than did that to 
which no starter had been added: The 
addition of the ortginal starter of ‘B4l’ to 
normal sweet cream served to give this 
kind of cream a higher degree of acidity 
from the very beginning. This initial 
difference indicated in the table in the 
bold-faced type was usually about .05 per 
cent. of acid, 
there any material variation from this 
original difference, 

“From these experiments ‘B41’ does not 
seem to be able to materially retard the 
development of-the acidity in cream. 

“This general conclusion is still further 
substantiated by a number of the regular 
churning experiments, in which the tem- 
peratures of the two lots happened to be 
held at nearly the same point.’”’ 

We can but regret that all the patient 
work given to this pure culture by Dr. 
Conn should result so poorly as in the 
above experiment, Other trials may give 
more encouraging results. Conn may be 
able to point out defects in the trial. If 
the cultures of the Danish bacteriologists 
are no more successful, regrets will be less 
keen, for Americans cannot afford to be 
behind others in the use of any agency 
that improves the quality of butter. The 
use of cultures adds to the detail work of 
butter making, but if they give to the 
world a more delectable product dairymen 
should cheerfully accept the fact and use 
it, for with every improvement of the 
quality of butter along with growing 
wealth, there comes an increased con- 
sumption and the necessity of increased 
production, thus furnishing a further out- 
lay for the energies of the farm that have 
been somewhat invaded in the productions 
of modern inventions, Ifcultures fall of 
the end for which they are used, we want 
to know itand save the labor. The fail- 
ure of Conn’s culture, if failure it is, does 
not disparage those of Storch, nor his 
methods of pasteurization,

Grapevines. 

»3 to be gained by grafting 

grapevines are so evident that, although 

it was almost an unknown art forty years 
ago when I began its practice, it has be- 
come A necessity to every grape grower, 
It isa little more diMcult than the same 
operation on fruit trees, yet it is so simple 
that anyone familiar with the use of a 
sharp knife can easily acquire the art. 
The experience of forty years has taught 
me that the simplest methods of grafting 
the vine are the best for common use, 
especially where it must be done on a 
large scale asa Protection against phyl- 
loxera, and where skilful hands are not 
always available. When whole vine- 
yards of resistant stocks are to be grafted 
ina few weeks, the lubor must be divided. 
While each operation is simple in itself, 
with only inexperienced labor at hand it 
is best to give each a special task, which 
he can soon learn to suce ssfully perform. 

Vhe facility with which new and valu: 
able varieties can be increased and thelr 
fruit tested, isan important advantage of 
grafting. If grafts of bearing wood are 
Worked upon strong stocks, they will bear 
a fow bunches the same season and a fuil 
crop the next; healthy stocks of no value 
can be changed into the most valuable 
“bearing kinds; and. varieties which are 
difficult to grow from cuttings can be 
propagated with the greatest ease by 
grafting, The temporary obstruction by 
grafting seems to have the effect upon the 
graft of making it produce more and finer 
fruit thun on its own roots, Last but not 
least, grafting affords us the only means 
by which to combat successfully the 
phylloxera, 

As to the best time to perform the opera: 
tion, I differ with most of the writers on 
this subject. I have met with the greatest 
Success when the sap was flowing freely, 
Which will, of course, Vary according to 
location, In California our best time is 
about the middle of April, though I have 
grafted with as good success up tothe 
middle of May, provided the vines were 
kept dormant in a cool, shady place, and 
were selected with the proper care. When 
the sap is flowing freely the junction is 
immediate, and tha sap at once ascends 
the graft. Atthis time all bandages are 
superfluous, and even injurious, provided 
the stock is strong enough to hold the 
cion firmly. No matter if the stock has 
already made shoots a foot in length, 
there will be no perceptible difference 
though itis safe to commence when the 
buds are swelling and the sap is in rapid 
circulation. he best success I have had 
was with vines from an inch to an inch 
and a half in diameter, strong enough to 
hold the cion firmly, and nothing is gained 
by grafting when the vines are smaller, 
Wait until the vine is strong enough, then 
give its energies full play by inserting 
good strong cions, with buds sufficient to 
take up the flow of sap ; few failures will 
occur, and you can count upon a few 
clusters the same summer, witha full 
crop the following season.—George Hus- 
mann.

A Hint to Bean Growers, 


Plow deeply, make the soil rich, and 
plant as early as possible to snap beans, 
in rows two feet apart. At the second 
hocing plant lima bean& between the 
rows, so as to make the hills four feet 
apart each way. By the time the snap 
beans have yielded two pickings, the 
limas will want all the ground. Then 
pullthesnap beans and use them, with 
all the weeds, as a mulch for the limas. 
This will insure the latter against the bad 
effects of drouth, and also bring the limas 
into the latest market when they fetch 
the highest price, besides getting doubie 
service from the land. Limas grown by 
this system yielded more and becter 
berries the past yearthan when grown 
alone with equally good culture. In rais- 
ing other crops, it will be possible to grow 
an early crop for market, and also as 
mulch.—John Thompson, Hampton, Va. 


Currants for Market, 

A La Salle fruit grower writes to Farm 
and Fireside that currants aro profitably 
grown for market. He says that as to 
varioties, red currants command higher 
prices in the markets than white ones. 
Among the red, Fay’s stand at the head. 
Cherry comes next, followed by Victoria 
and Versailles. Several new varieties 
have been introduced within the past ten 
years, but none of them is to-day uni- 
yersally grown, <Asto the black currant, 
plantit sparingly, unless you aro pre- 
viously assured of a market forit. The 
flavor is so peculiar that not one person in 
five would give a cent a pound for them, 
A few plants should be set, and, if found 
valuable, they are readily multiplied by 
cuttings. Whensent to market in bask- 
ets of flve or ten pounds each, currants 
frequently command a better price if both 
white and red are placed in the same 
basket, occupying opposite ends of the 
same. When thus arranged, they make a 
fine display on the market stand, and 
when prepared for the table the mixture 
of white and red gives them a pleasing ap- 
pearance. 

Cultivation should be most thorough. 
Grass and perennial weeds must be kept 
out, No litter or grass should be allowed 
about the plants during winter time, as 
they afford a good harbor for mice, which, 
during deep snows, ure very apt to girdle 
the plants. In cultivating, a good plan is 
to plow away from the plants in early 
spring ; cultivate once, and in four or five 
weeks plow agalp, turning the furrow to- 
ward the plants. The following year fol- 
low the same plan. Do not plow deeper 
than five inches, Thus but few roots are 
torn and mangled, The last cultivation 
should be done at least three weeks pro} 
vious to the commencement of picking, 
and if crimson clover is sown between the 
rows and lightly harrowed in, it will be 
up nicely and form a good mat, and bo a 
good thing to prevent dirt clinging to the 
baskets as they are set between the rows. 
In the spring, When the clover plants are 
plowed under early, they will add much 
fertility to the soll, If you apyly fortiliz- 
ors, always place thom between tho rows, 
and not closely about the plants, os many 
do.

Unless one has experience, a catalogue is 
really no guide, but rather a hindrance, to 
making asatisfactory selection. There 
really very few absolutely necessary flo 
ering plants for all gardens and for al 
localities, and not a single catalogue, a 
far as now remembered, even makes separ- 
ate mention of these requisites, There- 
fore the student of a catalogue is compelled 
to fall back on his own experience or ob- 
servation. Fortunately the best thin 
are usually the cheapest, because of gen-— 
eral demand and use, and afew cents in: 
vested in seeds, with alittle daily mornin 
and evening care, will afford ample 
Gratification and satisfaction to even an 
ordinary day laborer or employe with a 
low salary, j ae 

The first requisite covers the list of or- 
dinary flowers for daily cutting for 
ornamentation of the tableand thesitting 
room. Most catalogues mention the fact’ 
if a flower is adapted to this purpose. The 
plauts must be continuous bloomers, like 
Sweet peas, candytuft or gilia, so that a 
daily supply may be certain.

‘Tastes differ so widely that no 
iron-clad list can be suggested, but 
every neighborhood there are always som 
Women whose rooms are daily suppl 
with cut flowers, often of the most in 
pensive kinds, and their experience 
advice are worth far more than any 
commendations in catalogues or news 
papers. Variety, case of culture and con- 
stant growth are the governing facto; 

The directions for culture, as given i 
the catalogues are usually correct. Goo 
mellow soil, freedom from weeds, co} 
tinual raking or mellowing the su 
the ground and ayoidance of too clos 
planting are requisites for constant an 
free blooming. Free exposure tosunshin 
most of the day is also a prime necessity 
although there are a fow flowering 
which do well in the shade of trees 
buildings. The pansy is a notable examp 
of this kind, as its flowers are larger, a1 
there are more of them, if shaded du ny 
most of the day. Nearly all the best o!

THE WAR SCARE IN ENGLAND, 


The British naval estimates for 1895-6 pro- 
vide for an expenditure that almost takes 
the breath away. There is to bean addition 
to the navy of five first-class battleships, 
four firat, three second, and six third-closs 
cruisers; and twenty-eight torpedo boat des- 
troyers. Three great docks are to be built 
at Gibraltar, and that fortress is to bo 
farther strengthened with modern heavy 
guns, A sum of £14,000,000 ia to be spent 
on naval works generally, and the total ex- 
perditare of the year, on the navy aud its 
appurtenances, is to be raised from £18,870, 
000 to £28,824,000, or $144,000,000, No 
country in the world can approach thie im- 
meneé expenditure, which, it is intimated, 
moreover, tho Chancellor of the Exchequer 
has signified his ability to provide for, Lhe 
fleet, Mr. Goschen eaid, is meant to present 
the eclf reliance of a preat nation, and it 
does, 

ITALIANS DEFEATED, 

Massowau, March 2,—General Baraticri 
attacked the Abyssinians yesterday. Gen- 
erals Albertone, Arimonki, and Dabormido, 
commanded the left, centre, and right brig- 
ades, respectively, General Ellina com- 
manded the reserve. The Italians captured 
the passes leading to Adowa, without oppos- 
ition. General Albertone, with four native 
battalians, and four mountain batteries en- 
gaged the enemy, but were soon overcome 
by overwhelming odds, General Arimondi 
was ordered to cover the retreat, but hia 
position prevented him from complying with 
the order. The Abyssivians, in the mean 
time, made an onorgetic attack, which soon 
extended to the whole Italian front and en- 
veloped both wings. A deeperate stragglo 
ensued, and finally the Italians were com- 
pelled to abandon their positions. The 
nature of the ground prevented the batteries 
from moving. ‘The Italians are retiring be- 
hind Belesa, The losses sustained sre un- 
known, but it is said that 5,000 were killed, 
including two generals.

RAILWAY REFORMS IN DENMARK, 

The Danish goveromont ie proposing re- 
forms which, if passed by the Folkething, 
will make passenger tickets in Jutland 
cheaper than in any other country; their 
freight rates are already the lowest known. 
Tho bill dwells on the absurdity of granting 
reduced fares for return tickets, There 
might have been come senee in cheaper re- 
turn tickets in the carly days, when return 
tickets were available for one day only. As 
this reduction amounts to one-third in Den- 
mark the change will be important for the 
public, The state can, of course, take a 
view which may be awkward for a private 
line. Both may have to fear competition by 
other liner, boats, or conveyances, but gov 
ernment enterprise need not be managed on 
the principles ot private companies, It is 
proposed to abolish return tickets, and to 
iseue direct tickets between all statione at 
greatly reduced rates, The highest third- 
class faro for any single journey in Denmork 
would be about six kroners, which would 
mean a reduction of fifty per cent, Tho 
railway department clearly risk a deficit, 
but they rely on the experience gained in 
Hungary ond Austria, Vhe freight rates 
are algo to be modified in one respect. Tho 
highest rate for butter, egge, and fish is to 
be abolished so that these goods will be 
traneported ot second class freight rate 
But the empties of these articles will not be 
returned free of charge as heretofore, 


THE BIREDJIK BULCHERY. 

London March 2,—Tho United Prese cor 
respondent at Constantinople sends the 
following regarding the massacre at Biredjik. 
The town had a thousand Christian inhabit 
ants and nine thousand Mussulman popula- 
tion. Aftor the ma sre at Oorfo ou Oct. 
28 tho authorities at Biredjah compelled the 
Armoviana to surrender their arma to the 
government, Then troops were called out 
by the government to protect the people, 
Tho people were compelled to furnish horees, 
beds and food for tbe eoldiers uutil fivally 
they were reducad to a stats bordering on 
destitution, The end came on Jan 1 when 
the noweartived of the maseacre of sovoral 
thousand Christians at Oorfa by the soldiers, 
Thie incited tho troops at Biredjik toimitate 
this crime, The aesault on the Christian 
houses began at nine in the morping and con 
tinucd until nightfall, After plundering 
all tho houses the soldiers made a systematic 
soarch for men to kill, Tho cruelty used to 


force men to become Moslems was terrible, 
In one cave tho soldiers found twenty peoplo 
men, women and children, in a caves They 
dragged them out and killed all tho men and 
boys becauro thoy would not become 
Moslems, After cutting down ono old man 
they put live coals upon his body aud os he 
lay writhing in torture they heid a Bible 
before him and taunted him, Others were 
thrown into the river while atill alive, 
Christian girla were eagerly sought after, 
Ninety-six mon were known to have been 
killed, he others have become Mussul- 
mane to save their lives so that to-day thore 
isnot o singlo Chrietian left in Biredjik

THE BROCKVILLE TRAGEDY, 


ONE DEAD, TEN WOUNDED 


BROCKVILLE, Ont., March 9.—About 
noon today, Uri Lapointe, a farmer, living 
about six miles from here, deliberately stood, 
with a double-barrelled breechloading ehct- 
gun, seainst the fence behind Mra. Kate 
Murphy's store, on the corner of King and 
Perth + treets, and shot at every living being 
insight. As aresult one man has given up 
his life, two more are supposed to be dying, 
and, ot least, seven others are suffering from 
guoehot wounds, Deter Moore, wos shot 
dead, and Chief Rose, probably, mortally 
wounded, I'he other wounded are Constable 
Tinsley, James Boyd and Robert McCor- 
mack, grocers. W. A, Johnston, cheese- 
buyer; F, A. and George Stagg, butcher. 
Thoe, de Bereaux, fireman; Samuel Kilborn, 
marbleoutter, and Peter Hobbe, an Indian, 

The tragedy is unparalleled in the history 
of Brockville, and, perhaps, in the Domin- 
ion, and one that savors Trore of the wild 
days in tho wild West than of peaceful 
Octario. It is, perhaps, needless to say that 
no such tragedy has ever before filled the 
pages of Brockville’s history and bueinees 
bas been practically suspended by the excite- 
ment occasioned, 

Lapointe walked into town this morning, 
armed with a breachloader, double-barrelled 
shot gun and proceeded to take ou a cargo 
of whiekey He has usually been looked 
upon as of an unsound mind, but ordinarily 
proved inoffensive, except when under the 
tufluence of liquor, When in this condition 
about a yoar ago, no raised a row at St, 
Lawrence Hall here, and, on that occasion, 
threatened to ueea guo, which be carried, 
He was a noted fox hnuoter «nd ueually 
carried a ehot guo on his tramps about the 
country. His movements during the early 
part of the day are,at present,unknown, At 
all events, jutt a few minutes after the bell 
had rung for noon, he made hia appearance 
ou Perth etreet, walkiog towards King 
street. He carried a doublo barrelled shot 
gun, acd was accosted by several who knew 
him. Some where between the Grand Trunk 
Depot and King atreet he suddenly threw 
back his head, gave vent to soveral yells, 
such as fox hunters often use in calling to 
their doge, and thn fired a couple of shcts 
io the air, Continuing his way down to- 
wards King etrect, hé was accosted, among 


vutnerous, and his face is literally full of | 
holes. while his left breast has ‘a Raping | 
wound, His condition is, indeed, critica 
Constablo Tinsley, who had been useisted to 
the Fire Station after he waa shot, and look-

Lapointe, it is said, came to town on 
Saturday taet, but sank out of sight till to- 
day, when he appeared, with his gun in his | 
hand, vear the corner of Perth street. He 
had evidently prepared well for the carnage, 
for, after shooting a least a dozen times, he 
h .d several cartridges left. An examination 
of one of the cartridges found on Lapointe 
showed itto be a No. 12 containing 3y 
drams of powder and 1} oz, No, 5 shot. 
One of the exploded sbella was also examined 
but it was evidently unlike the loaded ones, 
and there is no doubt, from the holes io the 
shattered windows of W. A. Johnston's 
office and the Wilkineon’s residence, as well 
as other places, that some of the shells must 
have been loaded with buvkehot, Mesers, 
Jus, Gilmour and Mr, Johnston was sitting 
in the latter's office when a shower of shots 
came through the windows, alighting all |

FARMING IN MANITOBA, 


Our good friend W. J. Emerson, writes 
from his home, Westhome farm, Gladstone, 
Manitoba, under date of March 2nd, to re- 
new his eubscription, ‘he following ex- 
tracta from his letter will be of general in- 
teceat to many of our readcra:— 

“The time of year has again come around 
to send you my subscription for thy Trr- 
BuNeE The years scem to fly past very 
quickly in this western land, I presume 
this is owing ty the fact that this is tho 
busiest country poseible: This has been a 
very successful year for the people here, 
The crops never were better although the 
prices are not as satisfactory as mighy be 
wished. 

We storted a creamery here last spring. 
A very satisfactory season was the result 
although we could not get it in operation till 
July let., owing to delay in getting the 
plant, We expest to get off this year about 
15th May. Itis known as ‘'The Gladetone 
Dairy Company,” 

One advantaye in farming here is that so 
much more can hs accomplished by mon than 
in Ontario farming, As'an example one of 
my neighbors with the help of ono man, 
this year, had 5400 bushela of wheat, 2800 


bushele of oate, besides eeveral hundred 
buehels of barley, For a few weeke io 
harvest he had two extra hands, So the 


main part of the workin connection with 
raising this amount of grain was porformed 
by two men. His hired help will not exrced 
$300 beside their board. He will get at 
least 50c for his wheat. Ho has realized 
that for what he has sold, and will probably 
get more for the reat as ho is storing for 
Juno prices, I dou’t know whether any of 
the farmere can do much better than that 
down there with the same force. 

We aro atill enjoying tho best of health. 

This has been an unveually fine wioter 
There have not been any severe storms, 
We have had a couple of thaws which we 
do not consider any advantage, 

Tux Tripune keeps us so well icformed 
on Deseronto and vicinity matters thas 
Tacarcely need to make any apecial inquiries 
We alwuys feol a deep interest in our friends 
down there, “Both Mra, Emerson and myself

HOME-MADE SEED DRILL. 


A yory simple and offective drill, 
which will coat a more triflo, can be mado 
athome, Many of those who would iiko 
sucha drill havea Planot Jr. or Firo-fly 
singlo wheol hoe, and those who have not 
should have, aa thoy aro a great help 
about a farm and cost so little. The drill 
to be described can be used as an attach- 
ment to ono of these hoos, and with them 
the covering and planting can bo done at 
one passage.

Cut another ploce of tin a trifle narrow- 
or than tho first and 25s foches long. 
Turn up, with a olear square tarn, threo- 
fourths of an inch of each end of this 
sirip. Draw o cross lino }4-Inch from 
tho turn on the strip, and ont a half-inch 
holo, as shown In tho other strip. Drill 
a holo through oach of tho turned up 
cnds, and then draw your strip around 
tho ontside of your band and put a sot 
eorow in the onds. ‘Tighton it ovor the 
inside band so tho half-inch holo comes 
over one of tho half inoh holes in the 
band squarely and evenly, Mark on tho 
outside band through tho tnside band tho 
other two half-inch holos. Now turn 
your inside band on tho Inside band far 
enough toward tho slo tho cross Ines aro 
from tho holes to make the holo through 
both bands, %%-Inoh square, Mark tho 
three-olghth holes, nnd turn until the hole 
throngh both is ¢ inch aquuro. Mark 
the one-fourth inch holes, and turn until 
the holo is '{ Inch square, Mark thosoand 
removo the band, Cut out these holes and 
niako thom smooth and nice.

The customs authorities are de- 
mandin $180 additional duty on a 
road roller imported for the eae 
tion of London, anda fine of $180 for 
undervaluation. 

Mrs. O'Donnell, one of the oldest resi- 
dents in Eastern Ontario, died on Fri- 
day at Brockville, where she had lived 
continuously for fifty-seven years. She 
was ninety-six years of age. 

Dr. Laughlin McFarlane, a _well- 
known and successful Toron\o doctor, 
died on Saturday from the effects of 
blood poisoning injected while operating 
on a patient suffering from frost-bite. 

Col. F.G. Fenn, having completed his 
period of service in command of the 
regimental district at Halifax, is to be 
succeeded by Col. A. G. Spencer from 
oie command of the West India De- 
pot.

PRAYERS BEFORE BATTLE. 


Curious Invocations by Famous Historical 
Personages, 

One of the earliest records in history 
of a prayer before battle is that of Chil- 
deric, king of Gaul, a pagan, who be- 
fore going into battle at Zuelpich, 
some 400 years after Christ, prayed to 
the God of the Christians to help him to 
victory. His foe was Attila, king of the 
Huns, and Childeric yowed if God would 
give him the victory he would embrace 
the Christian faith. 

The prayer of a Hungarian officer be- 
fore one of the battles fought for the 
independence of Hungary in 1849 was 
as follows:—"'I will not ask Thee, Lord, 
to help us, and I know ‘Thou wilt help 
the Austrians; but if Thou wilt sit on 
yonder hill Thou shalt not be ashamed 
of Thy children.” This was the prayer 
of the “Fighting Bishop’ Leslie before 
one of the battles fought in Ireland: 
“O God, for our unworthiness we are 
not fit to claim Thy help; butifwe are 
bad, our enemies are worse, and if Thou 
seest not meet to help us, we pray Thee 
help them not, but stand Thou neuter 
on this day. and leave it to the arm of 
the flesh.”

A Viow From the Sea--Narrow Streets 
Sanitary Improvements Greatly Neede¢ 
--How the Peoplo Live. 


Tho streot life of Romo 
affords food for contemplation and 
thought, In tho Iattor place espoolally 
tho inhabitanta Hyo tho greater part of 
the timo out doors, anid ft fa no wonder 
they oxpress a |i - proferance for tho 
fresh air and warm sunshine when 1b is 
consitorod tho mannor of abodes in whioh 
they porforoy take refugo oconsionally, 
Yot thoso dwollings, or at least many of 
thom, are residoncos of comfort and lux 
ury compared to tho “fondacl’? whioh 
proyallod in tho olt “cholera days," 
whon tho dread digeaso might bo oxpected 
almost at any timo, playing fearful hayoo 
among the psoplo, 

Tho streets of Naples are different from 
the streets of any other olty; they are 
about as disngreeblo to survey as wore the 
dirty, flithy thoroughfares in London 
around the Soven Dials, before modern 
progross and tho swooping advance of 
muntoipal reform wiped out the plotur- 
esquo bat unhealthy loonlity whioh had 
more points of inturest for tho artist and 
writer than for the advocate of broad 
stroets, plenty of air and good pavements. 

From tho standpoint of an American 
thure Is yet room for tremendous improve- 
mont in the outward aspect of ‘Napoli, 
the lovely,"’ and only a rhapsodical artis- 
tlo imagination would pauss in delight 
and enumerate solely the beauties of the 
town. If squalor and othor evidences of 
greatest poyerty aro ploasing, then ono 
ought to rave in pootioal fashion about 

the city on the bay.

MURDERED FOR FUN. 


Crimes That Mark Whitechapel, Bethnal 
Green and Shoreditch, 


Whitechapel, Bethnal Greon and Shore- 
ditoh are the threo London parishes which 
haye offered the most dificult probloms 
to the olty’s medical offloers of health 
and department of police, Whitechapel 
has become celebrated because it was the 
scone of a series of oxtraordinary crimes, 
mado possible by its narrow and II- 
lighted courts and alleys. Bethnal Green 
and Shoreditch adjoin Whitechapel, and 
have many of the grnosome pacaliarities 
of thas district, besides some of their 
own. Shoreditch, for instanoe, has given 
appropriate birth and breeding to more 
prize-flghters than has any other part of 
England. Bethnal Green furnishes a 
larger proportion of drunkenness than does 
any other part of London of equal sizo, 
Theso two parishes form a rogion of done 
ignorance which has as yet been scarcely 
thinned by the operation of London's on- 
Hghtenod School Board laws. Thoir 
poverty. is pitiful. Thelr morals are 
rarely visible to the onlooker; details of 
their habitual immoralities would {ill o 
yolumo. - 

Tholr population is still largely English 
—-tho [English of the London slums. 
Somo ontsiders havo creptin. ‘Chere are 
Trish and Gormane, and ® comparatively 
small number of Jews (who swarm in 
Whitechnpsl) havo ponetrated into the 
twisted streets and narrow alleys, but 
they aro not regarded with favor. Fre- 
quently, if they be orthodox, their beards 
fro pulled; and if the spirit of religious 
reform has robbed their faces of conyon- 
font hair, tho insular toughs, juvenilo 
and adult, sometimes resort to missiles. 
One Jow was murdered in Shoreditch, 
most impersonally, almost merrily. A 
brick was the weapon, and the man who 
threw it proclaimed in court that hoe had 
neyer seen his victim bofore the day on 
which he killel him. He hurled doath at 
him meroly hocause he was a Jew. Ho 
had not intended to kill him; ho had 
wanted pleasantly to break his head — 
“Stamping Out the London Slums,’’ by 
Edward Marshall, in the March Century.

No 
difiiculty whatever was found in following 
the vessel under such circunrstano2s, 
Spar bouys oan be picked up from the echo 
of the boat’s whist'o, 

A yossol running close to land would 
get the ocho from hor own whistle in oase 
thore vero hills or tall houses, On dark 
nights tho ripple of oars or tho slight 
nolso of a torpedo bont would be accur 
ately located by the eophune, so that it 
is as important from a military point 
of view ss it is mecossary in ordinary 
navigation. The eophone is probably one 
of the greatest inventions of the day, as 
it Is destinod to become as much a part 
of a ship’s equipment as the compass.

London Omnibuses, 


Some interesting details have appeared 
in a report on the omnibus and tram car 
servico of London, Kng. ‘tho tramways, 
which correspond to our car lines, are all 
of 4 foct 8'4 inches gauge, except two 
lines, which are only 8 feet 6 inches. Thoro 
are in tho olty seyonty-ono distinct routes, 
of which Sfty-oight aro in uso, Tho mile- 
ago of the worked lines is given as 849. 
Tho ayorago ppced of o London tram is 
6.48 miles per hour; that of a London 
ompbibus is .5.6 miles per hour, The 
Avorage tram foro Is 67-100ths of a penny 
(20) per mile. The average omnibus faro 
is 92-100ths of a penny per mile, ‘There 
aro 879 cars on the lines, which among 
them run 17,150 single journeys during 
their day's work, which lasts on tho 
averago alxteon hours and forty-four 
minutes. The omnibuses are more than 
twice as many. Thoreare 2,130 of thom, 
and those run over 85,000 single journeys 
in the course ofa day that averages fifteen 
hours and thirty-two minutes. There 
aro twelye London tram companies, In 
the course of  yoar tholr cars run 22,- 
787,000 miles and carry 000 pas 
sengers, Tho London omnibuses run 
40,788,000 miles a year, and carry 326,- 


000,009 passengers, ‘To work its tram 
cara London requiros 10,092 horse: to 
work its omnibuses it bas 85,57 A 


summary of these figuros shows that thoro 
aro 20 vehicles omployod, worked by 
45,665 horses, teaveling 72,500,000 milus 
and carrying 651,845,000 passengors in a 
your, It Js calunlated that ouch of the 800 
omnibures which pass tho Manalon House 
in an hour will travol aixty-four miloa a

Thero aro a nuniber of excoptiony, also, 
to the rnio that green plants do not take 
ilving food. he parasitic mistletos, 
though it has green leaves and contd ob- 
tain carbon food from the air, yet drinks 
the sap of the oak or applo-treo on which 
it grows. 

‘The Vonus fly-trap, the pitcher plarrta 
and tho butterworts capruro insects by 
an ingenious arrangement of thoir leaves, 
and digost the meal thus sscurad. 

It is these variations from a general 
rule which prevent the animal kingdoms 
boing separated from tho plant kingdom 
hy habits of feoding. 

The mushroom prosents th» distinction 
that plants do not, like animals, inhale 
oxyzon, These insect-fooding plants bar 
the way to such a distinction as that plants 
feed only on inorganic matter.—Tho 
Household

Hygienic Hints. 


The morning bath shonld not be a 
lengthy affair taken in a tubfal of wator.

One should sleep not morely six or eight 
hours a night, buf until one wakes ro- 
freshed. ‘Tho time will vary with differ- 
ent yersons, Sleep restores the nervous 
power more than any other part of the 
system, and those who make the greatest 
drain on thelr neryous forces necd the 
most sleep, 


Keep Your Plants Free From Insect Pests. 


They increaso with wonderful rapidity 
at this season, unless actlvo moans aro 
taken to check them. The aphis will soon 
cover such plants as the pelargonium and 
the rose, if not moet with effective 
weapons, Fir-tree-oll soap is the best 
insecticide I have ever used in tighting 
this pest. Itis sure death to tho insect 
if it reaches it, and is harmless to all 
plants if the infusion is made and applied 
according to the directions on the can. It 
is also very uffective with moealy bug and 
scale, Tho red spider—which is the 
most destructive insect I haye eyer had 
trouble with—ecan only bo conquered by 
the use of water in liberal quantities. It 
should be applied every day, and all over 
the plant. ‘Lhe spider locatos himself on 
the underside of the leaves, and is dis- 
lodged only by forcible and repeated 
syringing, s

Lettuce Growing, 


Cos lettuce Is soldom secon in the 
markets, and I suppose this is only so be- 
cause thore is not sufiiclant demand for it 
to mako its growing profitable. Still, I 
believe if the marketa could bo supplied 
with such a doliclous article as I grow, 
and so caaily grow, for my own uso, that 
the demand would inereaso I havo 
grown tho ‘Trianon and tho Paris Whito 
and decidedly profer the latter, though 
both are good, I transplant it in rows, 
about six inches apart in the rows and as 
soon ns the loaves are of good size, I 
gather them togothor and slip a littlo 
rubber band around thom, about midway 
botwoen baso and top, This compacts 
thom and they blanch finely and rapidly. 
Ofton tho hond, which is long and slend- 
or, will tako on a corkscrew shape, Tho 
past soason I had heads ton inchos long, 
most beautifully blanched, tondor and 
delicate and so orlapy that a leaf would 
break liko a pipo stem if it should bo 
bent. So far as my obsorvation goca, it 
romains edible quite as long, or longer 
than tho ordinary head lettuco. I certains 
ly commend it to every amatour gardon- 
er.—H, G. Fowlor.

A SERVICEABLE MARKER. 


I hayo used many different markers 
of various patterns, but none have given 
moe more satisfaction than the one here 
described and illustrated, which is ono of 
my own invention, While I would not 
advise its uso in breaking colts, Ihave 
drawn straight rows with it, and with a 
skittish horse, by using one hand to guide 
the horso, and the other to steady the 
marker. ‘ako two pieces (b) one inch 
thick, throo inches wide,and 18 feet long; 
to tbeso fasten four crosspleces (0), two 
inches wido and 30 inches long, two feet 
threo inches and six feet three Inchos from 
the contor toward eachend, Then fasten 
two barked poles (a) over the two centor 
crosspleces, giving the frame tho desired 
slant, allowing the poles to project three 
feot back of frame and fasten to another 


barked polo (e) 18 foot long, running par- 
allel with tho frame; at the samo time 
givo tho two poles the proper shapo for 
shafts. Braco tho handle pole (v) with 
two-inch strips (d) fastened to the lowor 
ond of crosspicces (c) and to the tops of 
ond pieces. Brace tho shafts crosswise 
from the handlo to tho shaft poles two 
foot In front of the frame; also by a hoavy 
wire extending from the top of end cross- 
ploces to the shafts, two foot from the 
front ond. A. singletree (1) Is scoured to 
tho X. Boro holes in middlo of each 
long frame strip, and every six inohos 
oach way, through which by the uso of 
bolts, tho marking logs (f), S'y or 4 foot 
long, are fastoned any desired distance 
apart, care boing taken to haye the draft 


as ovenly divided ns possible by having 
tho logs the samo distanco from tho con- 
tor on each sido. Lot tho ond log trace 
tho last marker mado, and all rows will bo 
of nuntform width, In turning, hook 
the olbowa undor the polo, using the 
handa to guide tho horse around.

Mrs. Anderson and his two 
daughters never left his bedside and his 
parishioners and other friends were most 
assidnous in their attentions. Revs. 
Rural Dean Stanton, J. WU. Coleman, T. 
Godden and F. T, Dibb were most faithful 
in their #ttendance upon the dying clergy- 
man. W.G. Kear, Indian agent, and the 
members of the Mohawk Council also 
showed a great deal of thoughtful kindness 
during the venerable pastor’s illness. [For 
all this kindness Mrs, Anderson and her 
daughter= are extremely grateful. 

The funeral will take place on Saturday, 
ldth inst., at two o'clock in the afternoon. 
Services will be held at Christ Church, 
after which the remains will be removed 
to the vault of the Deseronto cemetery. No 
doubt very niany friends of the deceased 
will unite in paying the Jast tribute of re- 
spect to one ro longa prominent resident 
of this district. 

Rey. Gustavus Alexander Anderson was 
born at Drummond Island, Lake Huron, 
on the 6th of July, 1825, and was the 
fourth child of Capt. Thomas G, Andereon, 
visiting superintendent of Indian affairs 
for Canada, and payer of annuities. Capt. 
Anderson was the son of Samuel Andergon 
who, at the time of the American Revoln 
tion, received a commission in the King’s 
Royal Regiment of New York, was wound 
ed at Bunker Hill, andsubsequently served 
under Sir John Johnson. After the war 
he settled in Cornwall, Upper Canada, 
where he held many important offices and 
died in 1-32, at the venerable age of ninety- 
eeven years, When his son ‘Thomas was 
but a mere child the father procured for 
him a commission a3 ucadet in his father’s 
company, in the King’s Royal regiment. 
At the age of fifteen he became a clerk in 
the store of Thomas Markland, in Kings- 
ton, and five years after he left for North- 
west Ontario, He took a prominent part 
in the stirring events of 1812 and subse- 

uently became Indian ngent, etc., and 

ied at Port Hope on Feb, 16th, 1875, in 
the ninety sixth year of his age. The 
subject of this sketch was educated at 
Upper Canada College, Toronto, and at 
the Theological College, Cobourg, taking 
his M. A, degree from Trinity College, 
Toronto, He was ordained deacon in 1848, 
and priest in 1849 by the famous Bishop 
Strachan, of Toronto, by whom alao he 


discharge the onerous duties of the posi- 
tion until the time of his death, 

During the past two years it was evident 
that Mr. Anderson was Unequal, owing to 
failing health, to the demands inade upon 
him by the duties of his extensive parish. 
The death of his daughter Sophie last year 
wasa great blow to him and the death of 
his son Gustavus a few weeks ago was 
also keenly felt and exercised a very de- 
pressing effect. He liad practically decided 
for these and other reasons to resign the 
charge of the parish and the Indian council 
of the Reterve and the Indian department 
at Ottawa had just arranged fora retiring 
allowance when he was prostrated by the 
illness which thus caused him to die in 
harness.

his pen on these themes. 

Mr. Anderson was the sole resident 
clergyman in this section in the early days 
of Deseronto, then known as Mill Point- 
People of all classes and creeds attended 
his ministrations. He held the firet service 
in the old echoolhouse at Mill Point ip 
1864, Hundreds cf residents of the dis- 
trict belonging to all donominations were 
baptized and married by him. In times of 
sfitiction or dcath his kindly presence was 
aways to beteen. His manner was mort 
genial and he took 2 warm interest in all 
public affairs. He was a Conservative in 
politics und did good service for that party 
In many acimpaign. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Loyal Orange Association and 
frequently preached to lodges of that 
body and took par’ in their public demon- 
Strations. In fact he was one of the most 
conspicuous figures in the Bay district and 
his removal will be Leard with regret oy 
hosts of old friends and ucquaintanecs al? 
oyer the province. 3 

Mr. Anderson was united in marriage on 
June 12th, 1850, with Miss Mary Clouston, 
daughter of William Clouston, of the 
Hudson Bay Company’s service. They 
had seven children, three sons and four 
daughters. His widow survives, and two 
daughters, Mrs. Featheratonhaugh, and 
Miss Mary, are both at home at the par- 
sonage. ‘I'wo sisters survive him, viz.: Mra. 
W.H, Rowe, of Torovto, and Mrs. H. D. 
Rowe, of Japan. ‘To the family the sym

LAKE LEVELS, 


General Craighiil, chief of engineers of 
war department, isa broad man anda true 
friend to the commercs of the great lakee, 
He bas sent to the house committes on com- 
mnitlee on rivers and harbors a strong ex- 
pression in faver of investigation of the fall- 
ing levels of the great lakes, This is cor- 
tained in his report on the Griswold bill. 
practically the same oa the bill introduced 
by Senator Brice and publiched recently. 
In his communivation General Craighill says 
that the question ia tho most important and 
momentious tha: now arises for the considcr- 
atiun of congrees andthe department in 
connection with navigation ict-resty. Ile 
euggeets the pousibility of checking the aub- 
sidence of the waters of the lakes by tle 
constraction of wing dams in the St, Clair 
and Detroit rivers in order {to hold the 
water in the upper Icker, ard ulso to place 
similar dams at the entrance to the Niagara 
rivor to raise the waters on Lake Erie, It 
has been shown to the satisfaction of the 
sub-committ'e of the committee on rivera 
and harbore, which make the report recent- 
ly publiehed iv favcr of the Griswold bill, 
that a raising of the levels of the lakes three 
feet would make a diffrence of 30 per cent 
in the possible increase in carriage by the 


vessels of tho lakes, and that the cost of the 
proposed wing dams would be much less 
than the cost of dredging in thw harber 
where navigation has been impaired.— 
Railroad Gazette,

Cudgelling the Brain to keep Within the 
Lin 

Although tho pri 

ages lias been greatly reduced In the list 
thirty yonrs, the ten-word custom is still 
strony upon the American people, 
officor of the Western Union ‘Telogr. 
Company made two or three labori 
computations as to the average ler 
mossages other than those addresse 
newspape and found that it 
fractiun under fourteen words, A lt 
computation made several y earlier

showed almost exactly the same ayorage, 

‘There has been no yery recent compu- 
tation on the subject, but there is no 
reason to believe that the average length 
of telegraphic moss. Ss has inerenased 


since the average was found to be be- 


tween thirteen and fourteon words. 

Users of the telograph still resort to 
all sorts of devices to keep within the 
ton words that entitle the mosages to the 
lowest tariff rate, 

“Smorning’’ still stands for ‘‘this 
morning’? and ‘sevoning’’ for ** this 
evenin while there are twenty othor 
abbreviations omployad by way of econo- 
wy. ‘Tho small connecting words, the 
articles ‘a’? and “the” and all such su- 
perilous decorations in Wnglish are still 
omitted from the ordinary literature of 
felography. But the commonest and 
must reasonable form of this economy in 
that which leads the sonder of a mossage 
to leave his thought half expressed, ofton 
to the mystification and distress of the 
recipient. Nino persons out of ton troat 
tho ton-word limit as sacred; and whoth- 
er rioh or poor, sacrifice considerations 
of clenrness, conyenionce and certainty 
to the saving ofa fow cents, There was 
suflictont oxcuse for economy thirty years 
ago, when the 25 rate applied to only 
tho shortor distances and the rate for each 
additional word was far aboyo the present 
additional word rate, Tho lighest rate 
for ton words to Western Union offices 
within the United States and the British 
provinces is now $1, and the highest 
additional rate is 7o per word, In 1866 
it cost $14.05 to send a ten-word message 
from North Sydney, N. S., to Santa Fo, 
N.M. Such a message between those 
places now costs $l. Tho process of 
cheapening rates has gone on in two 
ways, by limitation of the maximum 
rate of ten words and by extension of 
the aroa of the 250. message. The maxi- 
mum rate in 1866 for ten words was over 
$14; the maximum ten-word rate in 1872 
was $5. The maxlmum was reduced next 
year to $2.50, It would have been & bur 
for the fact that the people of California, 
who were especially interested in tho 
rato, then used constantly a $2.50 gold 
pieco, and the rate was fixed for conyent- 
ence at the denomination of that coin, 
‘The maximum was next reduced to $2, 
then $1.50, $1.25, and, finally, to $1. 

Meanwhile tho area of the 25c. rate was 
steadily widening, until it came to 
include a whole state in New Wngland 
and the Midland Atlantic States. Then 
came the 25c, rate from place to place in 
Now England, and from New York to 
any place in that division. The 25c, rate 
is now extended to most of the densely 
peopled states. It has not yet reachod 
‘Texas, parts of which areas distant from 
each other telegraphically, as Portland, 
Me, and San Francisco. Lower rates 
aye been made for cities and their sub- 
urbs, and there was fora brief period a 
lic. rate of pretty wide application, 
There is now a 10c, rate between com- 
mercial exchanges where thore is prac- 
tically no delivery, the sender and the 
recelyer cach being at the elbow of the 
operator, 

here are still many small places in 
the United States that can be reached 
only by the payment of a high rate, 
Such are placos not on Western Union 
wires, runched only by way of small con: 
necting lines, by telephone or by mes- 
senger. There are many sinull lines of 
telograph in private hands. Some of 
these haye been built by oporators upon 
speculation, The Westera Union com- 
pany lias absorbod many such as thoy 
came to have a businoss of some yolumo. 

Whilo most persons are still under the 
dominion of tho .ten-word telegraph 
limit, the telegraph is used much more 
freoly for businoss, and ospecially for 

purposes, than it was thirty yeura

THE FIRE WALK. 


Fijians Who Trod on Hot Stones Just For 
Fan, 


The fire walk is undertaken by members 
of a certain clan of Fijians, Na Ivilaukata, 
who have a traditional fairy tale as to how 
they acquired the power, trick or secret. 
When Mr. Thomson} visited the scene the 
pit was a “white-hot mass, shooting ont 
little tongues of white flame.”’ ‘The wood 

yas extracted by poles, and the glowing 
stones were laid level, “tongues of flame 
still plying among them.’ The fifteen’ 
men, in garlands, with auklets of dried 
fern, walked barefoot over the surf: 
the stones, trampling down the green 
leaves as they were tlfown in by the 
lookers on, The volume of steam rose 
thick and dark. Now, a few minutes be- 
fore the men entered the furnace, a hot 
stone was hooked ont, on which Mr, 
Thomson's handkerchief was laid; the 
men went in, and it was rem@gved when 
the last men left the oven. “Every fold 
thut touched the stone was charred,” as, 
indeed, may be observed on the handke 
chief, which “lies before us as we write. 
The feet of the performers, being examin- 
ed, were cool, and their anklets of dry fern 
leaf were not burned. Mr. Thomson 
wrote his published account on the day 
after the event. He has heard of asimilar 
ceremony inthe Cook group of islauds, 
and it is attested, both in the Journal of 
the Polynesian Society and by private 
correspondence, among the Klings of 
Southern India and elsewhere. ‘Else 
where, curious to say, includes modern 
Bulgaria, Mr. Thomson's photograph 
has not been published ; the fine shapes of 
the men, like figures of polished basalt, 
are partly obscured by the stenn avising 
from the leaves thrown Into the furnace.

Connecting Ships With Land by Telephone, 

The connection with land by telephone 
wire of the St, Paul, as she lay stranded 
olf the Long Branch shore, is likely to lead 
to new developments in the establishment 
of telephone communication between in- 
coming vessels and the slore, The 
nection was easily made, A Wire was 
taken from the central station at Long 
Branch toa point on the beach opposite 
the stranded ship, Tferan pole wasset up 
and the wire was made fast. A surfboat 
manned and in it was placed the coilud 
lin As the boat went seaward it was 
payed out, and when tho steamship wa 
reached it was made taut, hanging divcet- 
ly from the pole on the blu to the steam- 
ship. A vegulation instrument was car 
ried to the Paul, and in less than an 
hour after leaving shore, the telephone 
superintendent had the ship connected 
with the civilized world. This is the first 
instance in the history of telephone com 
munication that a wire has ever been 
pleced on board a shipwrecked vessel.

TURKISH EMPIRE. 


POWERS WILL NO LONGER BE 
HOODWINKED BY FALSE 
PROMISES. 


OMctals Held Kespongiblo for Armentan 


‘Ono oopy, $1.00 por year 


Outrages Decorated by the Insolent Ruler 
for What He Terms "Good Services.” 


The politioal outlook in the Kast bo 
comes more vriticonl and complicated 
every day, The Sultan seoms to bo 
defying the powors In bestowing decora- 
tlons for ‘‘good services,’ upon the Turk- 
ish officials who are held responsible for 
recent outrages io Armonia, the British 
Meiliterranean fleet near the Dardanelles 
is boing strongly re-enforced, Italian 
warships aro said to be ready to assist 
those of Great Britain in an emergency 
and tho division of the Fronch floot which 
orttises In tho Levant during the winter 
will start for those waters immediately, 
a month oarlior than usual, 

Every indication points to the fact that 
tho affairs of Turkey are approaching a 
crisis, and it is significant that only two 
solutions of the difficulty are disoussed 
by the European press—the ontire dis- 
membormont of Turkey or tho deposition 
of tho Sultan, The Powers are now 
showing that they will no longer be hood- 
winked by the Sultan's promisos, which 
are noyor intended to be kept. 

The final stage of he diplomatic pres 
sure was reached whon Germany, Austria 
and Italy, which had hithorto stood aloof, 
joined tho other powers ina menacing 


tla, swer, It 
prosumed, howovor, that thoy are 
charged with having taken part in 
some conspiracy against the Sultan 
It has transpired that the dismissal of 
Kiamil Pasha from tho post of Grand 
Vizier was duo tothe Sultan objecting 
to his polley of conoilintion toward 
Armonia, Kiamil Pasha left the Cabinet 
council on Wednesday last before the con- 
clusion of the mooting, and tho presidency 
was than assumod by Hall Rifat, Upon 
arriving ut bis home, Kinmil Pasha was 
taken fll, but on the following day, 
‘Thursday, he was ordered to immediately 
take up the vilaship of Aleppo, and a 
spoclal steamer was prepared to convey 
him to his post the same day, ‘Tho 
KXiamll, however, refused to go on board 
tho steamer, declaring ho sas too sick to 
travel. Tbe commander of the steamor 
then wont to the ex-Grand Vizier’s rosi- 
denco and strongly urged him to go on 
board, threatening to remove fim by 
force if he did not do so. Kiamil thero- 
upon sent messengors to the reprosonta- 
tives of the powers and otherwise protest- 
ed so strongly that the Turkish com- 
mander of the steamer was afraid to 
carry out his threat, and Kiamil kept to 
his bed and did not start for Aleppo. 

The new Turkish Cabinet is being 
most adversely criticlsod on all sides 
hore, It is rogarded as a retrograde body 
of Ministers, and as likely to lead to the 
most grave consequences, 

Members of the Diplomatic Corps 
who were quostioned regarding tho 
political situation expressed the belief 
that affairs had now reached a point 
Where nothing remained but to calla 
cc oference of the powers to decide upon 
what was to be done to restore order in

ABDUL HAMID II, SULTAN OF TURKEY. 


The powers aro in complete unison, and 
this fact is grasped everywhero except at 
the Yildiz Kiosk, for tho Sultan, in ap- 
pointing the Halil Rifat Cabinet, com- 
posed of puppets and reactionists, is 
siinply courting ruin. 

At the Lord Mayor's banquet Promior 
Salisbury, turning to a discussion of the 
Armenian question, asserted that the 
prescnt Government had added nothing 
to the demands of the threa powers made 
in May, and which were scespted by the 
Sultan Theso reforms, if carpied out, 
woul give the Armenians every safc- 
gnard that the nation could desire, 

‘But will they be carried out?’ he 
asked. ‘If tho Sultan has not himself do- 
termined to give thom justice, no con- 
stitution, which can be devised will give 
them this, I must confess that the 
news from Constantinople indicates that 
the Sultan is not inclined to carry ont 
these reforms, More than this, I can not 
Say at present, but in vase the Sultan re- 
fuses we may point out to him the fact 
that the powers fifty years ago determin- 
ed as a eafeguard of the peace of Europe 
that the integrity of the Ottoman Empire 
should be preserved, and, as far asl 
know, tho Powers are of the same opin- 
fon still, All throughont those negotia- 
tions I have been impressed with tho pro- 
found desire of the Powors, and even of 
those generally rogarded as among the 
most restless Powers, to act together 
with a common aim looking towards tho 
peace of the world, and Iam hopoful 
that this unanimity of action may in 
tline lessen the heavy burdens of an 
armed pence which now press upon our 
industries,’’ 

Tho “OMolal Gazetto’’ announces that 
Bahri Pasha, who was dismissed from 
his official position in pursuance to the 
representations of the British Embas- 
sador, Sir Philip Currie, owing to his I)I- 
treatmont of Armenians, has been decor- 
ated with tho Grand Cordon of the 
Ostnanion Order, ‘‘as a reward for his 
good seryloes.’’ 

This step upon tho partof the Sultan 
{s cotisidercd most significant. It is not 
only an opon and distinot mark of ap- 
proval of the iJ] troatment of Armon\una 
but it is a deliberate enub to Grout Prit- 
ain, particularly as fn addition to the 
decoration bestowed upon Bahri Pasha 
the OMolal Ghzetto publishes a long list 
of tho nemoy of ‘Turkish officials {n 
Armonia who haye been decorated by tho 
Sultan for their ‘good services,'??

IN A GREEK CAFE. 


The Faro Was Atrocious, but the Charges 
Were Regal, 


Neither was Mahmoud with me when 
I went to tho Greek Fair, within a mile 
of the Sweet Waters, the beautiful foun- 
tain and the more beautiful houris whose 
eyes shone large and luminous through 
their thin veils. Whis day the air was 
delicious, the sky like a delf plate, with 
puffs of white clouds in high relief. For 
hours I watched the morry-go-rounds, and 
the - jugglers on their mats,until ] grew 
hungry enough for even a Greek cafa— 
and itis a brave and reckless appetite 
that dares an Oriental kitchon. 

This cafe was under a treo, with a few 
pine boards for a table, the galley being 
within handing distance, with a charcoal 
fire blazing. ‘Tho abominations of stew 
and fry and toastings were intolerable; 
but I succeeded in getting a box of sar- 
dines and half a pint of native wine, a 
loaf of bread, and sonie raw tomatoes and 
salt, with a bit of onion, which I gathered 
up and spread ont on the pine boards. 
When the combination of chef, head 
waiter and propriotor, all covered by one 
foz, presented his bill, it amounted toa 
sum that would have supported an 
Oriental and his family for a month. 

There aro occasions when your indlyid- 
ual pantomiine is more effective than tho 
closest translation of your spoken words, 
Mine to mine host ended in an abrupt 
turning on my heel, with hands tightly 
clenched. When the crowd began to take 
sides with the Greek and matters assum- 
ed an ugly look, I threw upon the ground 
a ailyer coin equal to one-fourth of the 
charge. ‘This turned the tide, ‘The by- 
standers considered the sum too appalling- 
ly large even for a Groek fair!—*A Per- 
sonally Conducted Arrest in Constan- 
tinople,"’ by F, Hopkinson Smith, in tho 
March Century.

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LAYING A CABLE.

A word about the composition of a sub- 
marine cable may not be out of place 
The cable consists first of n core « ompris- 
ngthe conductor made of a strand of 
copper wires, and the Insulating covering 

atta percha or india rubber to prevent 

‘ of the stric current. Outside 
of this is a layer of tanned jute yarn. This 
protects the gutta percha or rubber from 
the sheathing of steel wires which 1s the 
next covering, and which varies according 
to the depth of water in which the cables 
are to be laid. Ontside of this again is a 
combination of jute yarn and a bithmin- 
ous mixture, ‘This is applied in a melted 
condition from a spout as the cable is 
passed underneath. During the time the 
cable being manufactured and laid, 
electrical tests are continually taken to 
insure perfection. The finished cable is 
then kept coiled in large cireular iron 
tanks under water, Similar tanks are in 
the cable ship, and whenat sea the lengths 
are paid on overa large pulley at the stern, 
‘The speed is regulated by si al retard- 
ing wheels and a brake wheel, over and 
under which the cable has to pass. The 
strain to which it is subjected at any 
given moment is indicated by a dynamo 
meter. When all the cable has been paid 
out the end is carefally sealed up and at- 
tached to a stout rope. This is lowered to 
the bottom of the sea and the other end of 
the rope attached to a buoy which is to 
mark the end of the cable, which is usual- 
ly laidin three sections. The last to be 
laid, for instance, was started from Water- 
yille and laid out to a given point in deep 
water. ‘The second section was laid from 
Canso, on the American side, also into 
deep water, after which the intervening 
1,500 miles were laid and all three spliced 
together, Under ordinary conditions, 
about seven nautical miles an hour can 
be laid. Butthe laying of a cable is as 
nothing to the difficulty experienced in 
repairing it, especially if the work bas to 
bo done during rough weather when the 
searuns mountains high, and the gales 
continually blow the ship away from the 
scene of operations, Sometimes the cable 
is found buried in sand several thousand 
fathoms from the surface of they 
When it only a flaw and the stra 
themselves are whole, the task of repair- 
ing itis slight; but when the cable has 


actually parted and both ends have to be 
found and again spliced together, it is 
sometimes a work of several months, 


The Schools of Paris, 


Por the smallest children there are what 
art enlled maternal schools. These are 
like our kindergartens. Attendance isnot 
compulsory but is free. From 50,000 to 
60,000 little pupils attend these. 

The abrupt transition from the tender 
guidance of the teachers of the maternal 
schools to the more rigid discipline of the 
primary*schools is bridged over by the in- 
fantile schools. hese are for timid, sen- 
sitive or backward children from six to 
eight years old. 

One hundred and fifty physicians visit 
all of the schools regularly and frequent- 
ly. They report on sanitary conditions, 
eases of contagious diseases and children 
Who need medical attendance, Medical 
school dispensaries ard school baths have 
recently been established. 

Children whose parents are away from 
home at work all day are cared for till 
night and then safely delivered at their 
homes. 

A warm noon meal is provided for those 
poor children who would otherwise have 
little or nothing to eat during a school 
day, The childven of the better class, who 
are able to y, Are cliarged ten centimes 
(two American cents) a meal. A uniform 
ticket tem is used so that the children 
fed gratuitously cannot be distinguished 
from those who pay. 

Shoes and clothing are given to the chil- 
dren who need them and all are decently 
and comfortabl: clothed. Every year the 
city council votes a large sum of money to 
be used for school vacation trips. 


Electricity and Vegetation. 

Fnrther investigations into the effect of 
the electric light and efectricity on vege- 
tation by M. Bonnier go to show that a 
continuous electric light promotes the 
formation of chlorophyll, and brings about 
at the same time, a simpler anatomical 
structure of the leaves, Under a contin- 
uous electric light the distribution of the 
chlorophyll in the tissues is more extended 
than in ordinary daylight; chlorophyll 
grains make their appearance in the cor- 
texas faras the endoderm, and even in 
the medullary rays and pith. The palisade 
tissue of the leaf is reduced, or entirely 
disappears, and the epidermal cell walls 
are thinner, The bark is less developed, 
and the various tissues of the stem are less 
differentiated. It is found as an inyari- 
able result that when electric light is 
discontinuous, as, for example, when it is 
turned on twelve hours out of the twenty- 
four, the effect on vegetation is intermed- 
inte between that of normal sunlight and 
that of n continuous electric light. An- 


| other singular phencmenon deyelopéd is 


that Alpine plants cultivated under a con- 
tinuous electric light exhibit points of 
structure identical with. those of Arctic 
plants, which ave exposed to almost con- 
tinuous sunlightintacsummer. Further 
data on this subject have been collected 
by Prof, A. Alol, of the Italian Botanical 
Society, He adducos evidence in favor of 
his Vv that both t trinl and atmos. 
pherie electricity exercises a favorable in- 
fluence on the germisation of seeds and on 
the growth of plants, and predicts that the 
employment of ¢ riclty will be a most 
important factor in the agriculture of the 
future. 


Sound and Electricity,

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SURGERY WITHOUT PAIN. 


Important Operations Done While 
Pationt is Fully Conscious, 

The meeting of the Philadelphia County 
Modical Society last evening was rendered 
particularly interesting on account of the 
presentation of a paper by Dr, 'T Parvin, 
on the new method-of abolishing the pain 
of surgical operations without the ne- 
cossity of employing ether or chloroform. 
This is the syatem suggested and practised 
by the well-known German surgeon 
Schleich, who, by has been 
able to perform all of the 

operations 

ty without the slightest pain to 

the patient and without depriving him in 
any other way of bis consclousness, 

By the method of Schleich thore are pre- 
pared three solutions of cozimon salt, in 
which are dissolved differeat quantities of 
muriate of cocaine and morphia. Whe | 
partto be operates upon is thoroughly 
cleansed with an antiseptic solution and 
the surfaes brought to a low temperature 

spray of chloride of ethyl. Into this 
otthe skin, which, by the action of 
Spray, has been deprived of all sensa- 
don, the salt solution containing the eo- 
caine and morphine is injected by means 
of a special hypodermic syringe, numerous 
punctures being made in all directions, 
This renders the deeper structures in- 
sensible to the surgeon’s knife, and for a 
period of from twenty minutes to half an 
hour the patient is not couscious, so far as 
actual pain is concerned, of extensive cut- 
ting and sewing. 

The new method differs in an important 
degree from the ordiuary employment of 
hypodermic injections of cocaine. ‘The 
strength of the drug which has been used 
in the past is about one part in each 
twenty-five parts of the solution, while in 
the Schleich method there is often em- 


the 


its use, 


ployed a strength of only 1 in 10,000. In 
the former, however, only a few drops of 
the solution are employed, while in the 
latter the tissues surrounding the part to 
be operated upon are thoroughly infiltrat- 
ed with the solution. With the small 
quantity of cocaine employed by Dr. 
Schleich, it is appurent that something 
more than cocaine is responsible for the 
local anzesthesia so perfectly obtained. In 
the opinion of Drs. Keen, Ashhurst and 
Morton, who discussed the merits of the 
new system, the infiltration of the tissues 
with the solution aul the distension and 
consequent pressure upon the smallnerves 
were responsible in a large measure for 
the absence of pain when the incision by 
the knife is made. 

To indicate the manner of employing 
the method of Schleich, and to show the 
entire absence of pain, one of the surgeons 
had the solution inserted beneath the skin 
of the arm and an incision made and 
sewed up before the society last evening. 

In the discussion it was generally con- 
ceded, both from the results achieved by 
the German surgeon and the experiments 
made in a number of cases in this city, 
that a decided advance had been made In 
the field of anmsthetics, and that for a 
large number of operations the infiltration 
method would entirely supersede the 
general anmsthesia by ether and chloro- 
form.—Philadelphia Record. 


TO INCREASE THE HEIGHT. 


A French Idea Which Adds Several Inches 
to the Stature. 

Science has done much for suffering hu- 
manity, but up to the present it has held 
out no hope to the small man; it failed 
utterly to add even a fraction of a cubit'to 
his stature. And yet there lives not a 
hundred miles from New York City Hall 
Aman who can accomplish this miracle; 
and to his elegantly furnished flat flock 
hundreds of those who want to rise sud- 
denly in the world. 

There is nothing of the magician about 
the “height increaser”—to give himanapt 
but rather clumsy title; and his methods 
are likewise prosaic to adegree. He holds 
the patent for making specially shaped 
cork blocks, which are covered with dark- 
yellow plush, and inserted in the boots of 
those who wish to breathe at a greater al- 
titude. ‘These blocl:s are composed of 

5 of cork, and are rounded nicely to 
fit the bottom of the human foot; they are 
made in various sizes, of course, and will 
raise the wearer from one-half aninch to 
three inches. 3 

Persons who want to be full three inches 
taller, however, cannot wear ordinary 
boots, for the excellent reason that the 
latter would not close over a three-inch 
pad or “height increaser,”” For such aspir- 
ing folk a special pair of boots, with very 
capacious instops, is made, and for these 
about $9 Is charged, A pair of half-inch 
pads would cost 82, while for a three-inch 
pair more than $5 is asked, Very few of 
the latter are made, the sizes most in re- 
quest being those between one-half an 
inch and two inches. The profiton these 
things, of course, is enormous. The idea 
originated in France. 

Not the least inte ting part of this 
business is that criminals use the pads in 
order to effectively add toa disguise which 
shall baffle the police. Many actors use 
them also when playing the part of a very 
tall man; and one is surprised to learn 
that there are very many persons of both 
sexes in society, in the professions, and 
even in far humbler walks of life who 
“ave not what they seem,” at any rate, in 
point of stature.

HOW TO BATHE.

Every bather 
should have a cork or rubber mat placed 
beside the tub. Woollen mats absorb the 
moisture and become dingy and unhy- 
gienic.

be accessible, two small wire trays ; one to 
hold the sponge and the other the soap in

y buthroom should c in aset of 
shelves, on which should be kept soap, 
tooth powder, a can of almond meu, a jar 
of cold cream, a bottle of ammonia, a bottle 
of alcohol, a bottle of lavender, or violet 
water, und a bottle of witch hazel. Of 
course, the woman who indulges in lo- 
tions and bleaches will keep them also. 
Ifmedicine is keptin the bathroom it 
should not be mixed indiscriminately 
with the tollet preparations, but sliould 
lave a section to itself, 

The brushes which every woman needs 
for her bath are a flesh brash for oceasion- 
al use, arubber complexion brush, and a 
nail brush. Some skins are kept smooth 
by friction; others are roughened, It will, 
therefore be the part of wisdom not to in- 
dulge in continual scrubbing until one 
discovers which sort of skin one has. 

Cold water is not cleansing. It is brac- 
ing; it is hardening and it helps to make 
the skin firm, but it is not cleansing. The 
shock of cold water application closes the 
pores at once, and they retain all the im- 
purities which they should cast out. So 
that the woman who wishes to be clean, 
must wash in warm water every day aud 
use her cold water sponge only as a skin 
tonic. 

When one is fatigued a sponge bath 
with warm water and alcohol will restoro 
one’s strength and vigor. When one is 
not wella thorough rubbing down with 
oil is an excellent medicine.—Chicago

THE WAR IN CUBA, 

Key West, Fla., March 14.—In a battle 
at Jiguiabo, Cuba, the rebels defeated a 
detachinent of Spavish trosps capturing 
all their arms and ammunition, The in- 
surgents, under Major Paul Arrango, cap: 
tured San Antonio De Rio Blanco, one haif 
mile fromthe city of Jaruco, which was 
guarded by a detachment of Spanish 
volunteers, At the approach of the insur: 
gents the volunteers sent a commissioner 
to the insurgent leader offering to surrend- 
er, They delivered about eighty riffes and 
2,000 rounds of ammunition and twenty 
volunteers deserted and followed tle in 
surgents, Arrango’s forces went in the 
direction of the Ovido plantation. There 
they were ambushed by 300 Spanish troops, 
A small reinforcement coming up from 
Maceo they charged the troops dislodg ng 
them and drove them in great disorder 
from the field, The troops left twenty 
dead and the insurgents lost six killed and 
two wounded, From Ovido plantation 
the insurgents went in the direction of 
Campos De Florida, where they met a 
train carrying 500 troops, 
the traiu and defeated the troops, killing 
many, and capturing a lot of arms ard 
ammunition.

PRUNING FRUIT TREES, 


About the firet kind of oat door wir that 
the fruit grower finds to do in spring ir 
pruning his trees. As soon as hard freezing 
weather is pact, geverally early in March, 
io Weetero New York, tie fruit grower 
should examine his fruit trees to eee if they 
need pruning. It is claimed by experts that 
where a tree is properly attended to every 
year from the time it is transplanted, it will 
rarely require the use of saw or hatchet, as 
no large branches will need to be removed ; 
that where the proper tpring and summer 
pruciog is done annually, the thumb and 
finger, with occational use of knife, will 
keep the tree in good shapo, with the top 
properly thinned, This is probably true if 
the conditions are strictly fulfilled, but in 
ordinary apple orchards it is necessary to 
make some use ofa Goesaw., Togrow good, 
fully developed apples, richly colored, it is 
necessary ty have the tops of tho trees so 
thin thatthe sunlight shall fall on every 
leaf and every iodividual fruit, and the alr 
circulate freely among them, ‘The leaves 
and the rind of the fruit are tho great 
perfectere and coloriets of frait, through the 
absorption of light and gases, Some apple 
trees are naturally so inclined to make thick 
heads that a considerable proportion of the 
apples never attaia to proper size and color, 
unless the branches are kept thoroughly 
thinned, Witness, tor example, the difference 
between the pale green, tastele.s, or bitter, 
Northern Spye, grown on the inside of aa 
uopruced tree aud the large, highly colored 
specimens grown on the outeide, fully 
exposed to air and suplight. To properly 
prune a frait tree is an intelieciual exersise, 
requiring sharp observation and cousiderable 
thought, I never cut off branch without 
being wblo to give a good reason for it and 
why I cut it in preference to an adjoining 
oue. Where the branchea rub together 
there is generally a good reason why one 
should be removed in preference to the other, 
|} Avoid eawing off large limbs wherever 
possible. Lt is a great tax on the vitality of 
a tree to out off large limbs Is is gonerally 
loss exhausting to remove two or three small 
ones than one largo one. 

Wo seldom practivo cutting back the last 
your's growth of the apple tree, for inas- 
much as the apple is of rather slow growth 
seldom adding more than twelve to eighteen 
inches of now growth annually, it ie hardly 
necessary to aborten io that growth. More- 
over, the new growth of the apple generally 
matures to the terminal bud, With the 
pear and tho peach itis different. When 
| thrifty the peach seldoin matures to the tip, 
and os il forms fruit bude oo the now wood, 
| cutting back one-half or one-third of ths: 
| wood would cut off but a little moro than

man city was impossible. 

No doubt all these things were done, for 
there are allusions to some of them, and, 
as human nature is pretty much the same 
in all ages, we are justified in guessing at 
the vest. And no doubt, too, after By 
zantium had been selected by the emperor, 
the disappointed delegates returned home, 
telling each other how much better some 
other place would have answered the pur- 
pose, while the Byzantium delegation was 
metatthe city gates by a crowd of en- 
thusiastic residents and escorted to the 
forum with the sound of the cornet, flute, 
harp, sackbut, psaltery, dulcimer and all 
other kinds of musie in genera! use at the 
time. 

And Constantine knew what he was 
about when he selected Byzantium. Situ- 
ated on a triangular peninsula, with the 
Sea of Marmora on the one side and the 
world-renowned Golden Horn on the other, 
the city isequally accessible and equally 
commanding by land orsea. Like Rome, 
it rises on seven hills, and, also like Rome, 
it for ages rnled the world. 'Thetime may 
come when it will do so again, at least so 
far as supremacy in Europe and Western 
Asia is concerned, for its natural position 
is such that, in the hands of a s rong and 
Aggressive state, it would dominate st. 
ern and Southern Europe, Western Asia 
and the whole of the Mediterranean reg- 
jon. 

The best Impressions of the great city 
whose fate is, perhaps, now tremblir in 
the balance, are to be gained from ; dis- 
tance, for, like all Turkish cities, the dis- 
tant view is the most favorable, AS Soon 
as the streets are entered, particularly if 
the traveler's nose is fitted out with a 
conscience, all romance flies before the 
number, variety and odiousness of the 
sinells by which his olfactories are assail- 
ed, The city was builded before the days 
of scientific sewerage, and the Turk’s only

sus. After the Turks captured Constanti 
nople, they converted the cathedral into 
the principal niosque of the city,and start- 
ed mosque building on their own account, 
they could find no better model than 
Justinian’s grand church, and thus it 
is that a dozen of the largest mosques in 
the city are, to a greater or less extent, 
models of Agin Sophia. here is the 
Kutchuk Agia Sophia, a Little S Sophia, 
also built by Justinian on a sinaller scale ; 
there is the Kilisse Jamih, mosque of the 
churches, where two or three dozen of the 
Byzantine Emperors ave buried ; there is 
the Exi Marmara Jamih, the 


mosque of 
the six columns, which was once a tem- 
ple of Jupiter ; 


there ure the Sulimanige, 
built by Solyman the Great, the mosque 
of Mohammed IT., where the couqueror of 
the city sleepsin the widst of his con- 
quest, the Shah Sadi Jamih, with tombs 
ofthe Sultans, und Nuri Osmani, which 
contains the great porphyry sarcophagus 
that once held the body of the first Chris- 
tinn Euiperor, There are points of re- 
sembliunice between them, however, other 
than in the architecture, for all, with the 
exception of St. Sophia, are more or less 
out of repair, and all are tolerably dirty, 
The Church of Constantine, however, bas 
one feature that is possessed by none of 
the others—a walled-up door, before 
which a sentinel has paced up and down 
unceasingly for nearly 450 years. Sultans 
have come and gone, but that sentinel has 
stayed, for, shortly after the Turks took 
the city in 1453, they learned that there 
Wasa tradition among the Greeks that 
one day Constantine would rise from his 
sarcophagus, gather about him the host 
with which he conquered the Roman Em- 
pire, and march out through that door to 
overthrow Islam. The story came to the 
knowledge of the “urks, who solemnly 
thought it over, and, concluding that 
there must be something in it or the 
Greeks would not believe it, they took the 
body of the great Emperor, buried it 
secretly in another place, removed his 
stone coffin to the Nuri Osamni Mosque, 
and then, to make everything perfectly 
secure, walled up the door and set a sen- 
tinel to watch it. Sentinels have watched 
the walled door for fouranda half cen- 
turies, but still the Greeks have not lost 
hope, and whenever they pass the closed 
portal they make the sign of the cross, 

But the city has many other attractions 
besides the mosques, ‘he churches and 
convents of the Greeks and Armenians 
are numerous and imposing, and the Mos- 
lems have sonp houses, where thousands 
of poor are daily fed; hospitals, where the 
only treatment of the patients is a verse 
of the Koran dipped in a glass of water; 
public baths, dating from Byzantine 
times, and Sazars, or great covered mar- 
kets, where eve hing under the sun, 
from a Circassian girl stolen from ber par- 
ents, to © second hand turban, may Be 
bought, 

Then there are the aqueduets, most of 
them in ruins, but two, one built by Con- 
stantine, the other by Hadriin, still sup: 
ply the city with water, and the cisterns 
Or feservoirs for a reserve supply are also 
in use. How extensive they are no one 
ean say, for in many places the roofs have 
fallen and the ruins prevent exploration, 
The seraglio, or palace, of the Sultan isa 
city in itself, containing a population of 
over 6,000, including the imperial guards 
and the inmates of theharem, So long as 
it was closed to the public marvelous”

The correspondent of the 
Times at Caracas, Venezuela, reports 
that a private despatch has been re- 
ceived from Curacoa, saying that the 
authorities there are advised that a 
British squadron of five ships will short- 
ly arrive at that port, 

The Czar has delighted all classes of 
Russians by commanding that for the 
future all petitions shall be presented 
to him personatly. ‘The aide-de-camp 
on duty will accept them from the peti- 
tioners and place them before the mon- 
arch without delay.

NORTHWEST LETTER. 


During my ten yeara residence in the 
Northwest I havo received several letters 
from. friends in she Bay of Quinte district, 
enquiriog about the country, and hoowing 
that every spring witnesacs tho emigration 
of many young mon from the overcrowded 
farme in the east, I havo beon led to write 
this lettor, not for the purpose of inducing 
them to come out hero but merely to show 
from facts that cannot be contradicted what 
hus been done and what intending eettlors 
may expect to accomplish in the Canadian 
Northweet. With thie object in view, I 
have been careful to obtain information from 
reliable sourcess end can best serve the ond 
ie view by beginning with the early settle 
ment of Manitobs, und comparing the con 
ditions whioh then existed with those sur- 
rounding us at the present time 

It was in tho sprivg of 1871, that o fist 
boat, owned by eight Ontario adventurere, 
came down the Red River and landed at 
what is now Winnipeg, the pioneer settlers 
of modera Manitoba, Winnipeg, we are 
told, was then a straggling village of some 
thirty buildings scattered a:ong the banks of 
the river, in the midst of which stood Fort 
Garry; now a portion of the arch which 
formed the gateway ie all thiit remains of 
the old fort and on its slto stands a city of 
nearly 40,000 inkabitante.

No attempt was made to collect crop 
stutistica uotil 1876, when the result showed 
1,038,000 bushels of grain produced, 450,000 
bushels of which was wheat. Thia was, ul- 
go, tho first year thav wheat was experted 
from the province, and although the quantity 
was esmull—857 bushels— it served to 
estublish the reputation which has over since 
been maintained for our wheot, aA steady 
increase in the acreage cultivated and 
amount of graia grown is recorded each year 
until 1995, when etatistics show the follow- 
ing pheoominal result ;—25000 farms com- 
prising 2,000,000 acres of cultivated land 
produced in round numbera 62,000.000, 
bushels of grain, 32,000,000, bushela of 
which was wheat of good qualily. In 
addition four willion bushels of potatoes 
averaging 243 bushels per acre and an almost 
unlimited crop of roots yielding 336 bushels 
to the acre were grown, Some idea as to 
what the future hae io store for the North- 
Weat, a8 & grain producing country, may be 
formed from the fact that Manitoba alone 
contains 40,000,000 acres of land the most of 
which is fully «qaoal to the 2,000,000 acres 
now under cultivation, [ have not been 
ably to obtain crop statistics for the territor- 
iev, but in many of the grain growiug dis- 
tricts the yield 1st year was equal to 
Manitoba, 

Enormous as has been the increase in 
grain production the business of atock raising 
aud its attendant train of dairying operations 
have kept pace if they have not octually 
outstripped it, Five years ago this country 
Was dopendent upon the eastern provinces 
for the bulk of its meat supply; last year it 
reported 84,000 head of live atock valued at 
$3,600,000, and this year will no doubt see a 
largec number shipped out, Cheese and 
butter making did not receive attention on 
a ecalo large enough to snpply the local 
demand until a few partial crop failures and 
tho prevailing low prices for grain forced 
the farmers to see the folly of growing 
Wheat alone and neglecting all other 
branches of mixed farming, This, and the 
liberal encouragement given to this industry 
by the provincial government in Manitoba, 
and the federal goverumeny in tho Territor. 
tea, by meana of travelling dairies and other- 
wise, has wroused o universal interest, and 
creameries and factories have been built in 
many localities withia the last three yoars, 
Dairy products to the value of $200,000 wers 
marketed by the tarmers of Manitoba alove 
Inet year. Creamery butter, made otf the 
experimental station here, and kept for a 
yeario cold storage, was recently sold in 
London, Eng , for within 2 centa of as much 
aa the best Danish butter was worth, show- 
ing that, like onr wheat our dairy products 
cannot be excelled, 

To make this letter an impartial ono it is 
Necessary to mention the failure which some 
have experienced in their eflorte to get along 
in this new country. That there have been 
failures made in many instances, and much 
money lost in farming, both in Manitoba, 
and tho Territories, cannot be denied, but 
itis possible so look back at tho present 
time and see the causo in most cases. Vory 
few of the early ncttlers brought much 
money to the country with them, many of 
them none; until recently the mistaken idea 
that mcney was to be made by growing 
Wheat only, prevailed, This necessitated a 
heavy outlay for machinery, credit was to be 
had for the asking and as & consequence, not 
a few who began farming years ago are atill 
deeply in debt. Others had considerable 
meund but knew nothing about practival 
farming, while many had neither monoy nor 
& knowledge for farming when they began, 
There aro othera who came to thu North- 
weet, expecting that the rapid increase in 
land values would make them rich in a few 
years and onable them to leave the country 
and live retired livos; it is needless to say 
they have been disappointed. I have yet to 
meet a practical farmer who came to Maul. 
toba, determined to make hiv buoiness euc- 
cessful, and the provinco his home, who is 


not satisfied and getting along well. In 
speaking of the Lerritorics, in thin respect 
it is necessary to consider the vaot extent of 


countiy lying between Manitoba and the 
Rocky Mountains, a distaaco of 700 miles, 
Lhe reports of the mouager of the Dominion 
experimental farm at Indian lead, show 
that for 200 miloe of thie distance the lund

NNLVING A SWAKM OF BEES, 

All that is necessary is the maintenance 
of bees in sufficient numbers to gather the 
stores of nectar from the wild flowers of 
fleldand forest, whose sweets now go to 
waste. There is little trouble in keeping 
bees—especinlly now that gentle races of 
these insects, not disposed to sting, have 
been imported into the United States. Of 
course, there were no honey bees in the 
New World until the white man brought 
them hither, about two centuries ago. 
The earliest hymenopterous immigrants 
were the common brown bees of Europe, 
which are now spread, both wild and do- 
mesticated,over al! of North America, They 
have 4 very ugly temper and on that ac- 
count ere somewhat unmanageable, 

Other races of bees are more industrious 
as Well as more amiable than these brown 
bees, which are said to have come origin- 
ally from Germany. Beekeepers nowa- 
days are as particular about the bees they 
buy as any farmer in the choice of a cow 
ora sheep intended for breeding, The 
Italian bees, so called, are great favorites, 
being very gentle and excellent honey- 
get They were brought to this coun- 
try in 1860, and at later dates were import- 
ed; other varieties known respectively as 
the Egyptian, the Cyprian, the Syrian,the 
Carniolan, and the Tunisian, Naturally, 
these strains have mixed more or less with 
the brown bees, but apiarists have succeed- 
ed in keeping pure stocks of Italians and 
Carniolans. The latter, of a gray color, 
come from the elevated Alpine Province 
of Carniola, Austria, and are the gen- 
tlest of all bees. The largest yield of 
honey on record from a single hive in this 
country—1000 pounds in one season—is 
credited to bees from the Island of Cy- 
prus. 

Not long ago Dr, Frank Benton, author 
of the “Bee Book,” visited India for the 
purpose of studying the races of bees of 
that country. He found there certain 
giant beey, which build huge combs of 
very pure wax—often six feet long and 
four feet wide, attaching them to over- 
hanging ledges of rock or to large limbs 
of lofty trees in the forest or jungle. Of 
these bees—long 4 sort of myth to the bee- 
keepers of America and Kurope—strange 
stories have been told, It has been stated 
that they are so given to wandering as to 
mitke it impossible to keep them in hives, 
and that their extreme ferocity causes 
them to be greatly drenled. ‘I’ first ac- 
curate information on the subject was se- 
cured by Dr. Benton, who made his way 
into the jungle and watched the bees at 
home, He cut down some of their combs, 
nud, but for a nearly fatal attack of jun- 
tle fever, he would have carried out his 
intention to bring back some of the bees 
to the United States,

The Baldwin-Westinghouse electric lo 
comotive, just completed, Is the first one 
ofthe kind in the world, and, besides the 
fact that it is expected to make seventy 
five miles av hour, it has other claims to 
attention 

Not the loast of these is the revolution 
that it will doubtless create in the lives of 
locomotive engineers, and they belong to 
ono of the most important classes of citi 
zons in this country 

Shielded behind the glass windows that 
frame them in, with no smoke, soot,arime 
or grense, there is no reason why tho en 
gineers of the future should not dross ex- 
actly as the president of the road does, 
unless a uniform be deemed desirable 
In that case it may be gold laced and as 
handsome as that of a captain on an ocean 
Huer, 

Tho new locomotive is thirty-eight feet 
long by n It is mounted on 
eight whe inches In diame- 
ter. The wheels ave of wrought iron, 
spoke-centered, with heavy tires, 
The machine without the moty: welghs 
thirty tons, ‘The alectric equipment will 
add thirty tons. 

A compartinent eight feet square is all 
that will be required to operate the mo- 
chanism, and the remaining space may 
be utilized in any way that is desired. 

The electric equipment consists of four 
250 horse-power motors, geared so as to 
regulate the speed. In appearance these 
motors are liko those used on trolley cars, 
but they are much larger. One man will 
run them, He will be called the driver, 
He will view the track from a window 
directly in front and above a powerful 
searchlight. Air-brakes will be operated 
just as on the steam engines, There will 
be an electric air-pump, and it is claimed 
‘that it will be possible to stop a train in 
perhps bulf the space of time that is now 
required.

Cut off 
a breadth the width of the material for 
tho entire length back and front, Then 
for ono side of the garment cut off an- 
other breadth of the same length for the 
othor side, Then measure again tho dis- 
fance from o to tho floor at the back, and 
cut a brendth of this length, half the 
width of the material, 

Seam this half breadth botwoon the 
other two bread#s at the back, the re- 
maining longth of the two outside breadths 
to be allowed to fall from the shoulders, 
to form the front of the wrap, 

Now shirr across the back and 
shoulders from: o to o, gathering it to 
measure the broad#h of the shoulders of 
tho one for whom it is intended. 

Now scam the outer edges of the two 
outsido breadths between a and b, leaving 
a space between b and o for the insertion 
of a wide, plain sleeve, out as shown by 
the sketch, 

Tho trimming for this garment isa 
straight piece of the matorjal, stitched on 
ono side and folded over and stitched to 
the other in the same way that the bind- 
ing toaskirtisputon, Tis trimming 
adjusts itself at the neck and forms a 
collar, 

Tt is also stitched to the bottom of the 
sleow, which is a straight piece of the 
goods, out from tho half broadth loft from 
the back breadth, It ig seamed under the 
arm and cut slanting from b to o, where 
it is inserted in the garment. 

This wrap is a luxury which once pos- 
ses od will not bo readily given up. It 
answers all tho purposes of a lounging- 
robe, invalid wrapper and dressing gown, 
There are no buttons for fastening it, 
it being made full onoughin the front 
to lap over to any point desired, and it is 
easily confined with three stick pins. 

It may also be made to do duty as a 
tea-gown by the addition of a wide sash, 
with largo bow, made of the same 
material as the trimming. ‘This should 
bo provided with hooks and eyes, that it 
may bo easily fastened at the back, 

Hor summer wear, somo of the pretty 
and inexpensive Japanese printed silks 
will make up charmingly after this 
model. 

They should be trimmed with a plain 
shade of silk to match the prominent 
color én tho figures, and the sash should 
bo of the same color also.—Household, 


An Extravagant Economy, 

While it is well to economize by 
making old clothes last a long time, still 
there is a kind of economy that Js folly. 
It is possible to waste time in saving 
material. Some people who haye no 
speolfio work can afford to do this; others 
cannot, 

This kind of wasteful economy is often 
Spent upon old stockings that are darned 
over and over until they area torture to 
tender feet ind unsightly to behold, That 
holes in stockings should be mended toa 
reasonable extont is true, but to porsist 
in spending valuablo hours in repairing 
those whose entire feet aro formed of 
darns, seoms foolish and wasteful, 

At best they can be worn but a day or 
two before the worn material will again 
give way anda new rent will appear. 
And yot myny women persist in saving 
money (as they fondly imagine) by just 
this means, food cotton stockings can 
bo bought at the rate of three pairs for a 
dollar, If ono's time is worth anything, 
it Is too valnable to spend hours a wook 
in dirning outworn stockings that are 
{it only for the rag bag.

Cut it tho shapo of tho bag 
at the bottom, allowing ono inch for 
s2ams, ‘Tho top is in ordinary bag shape, 
with a plece of ribbon stitchod on tho 
outside of the top odge as a facing for the 
draw-atrings, which should bo of silk 
brald to correspond in color,

otherwise, The nets, of which many are 
used, ave made of half inch rope of cocoa 
nut fiber with a9 inch mesh and are 
about forty fect long by twelve feet in 
width, They are used in two different 
Ways; Oncisto surround the tiger with 
them at night, and the other is to place 
thom in line and drive the tiger into it, as 
he will then try to break through and so 
entangle himself that he is easily speared 
by the natives, 

The only castes who take 
sport are the “Oopligas,’’ who use spears 
With handles about eight feet in length, 
aud blades three inches wide and twel 
long. It is a very curious thing that tigers 
neverattemptto jump over these nets, 
which they very easily could do, Panth- 
ers have often been known to escape thus, 
‘When a tig er has been safely netted in, he 
is kept there for two or three days, and 
often shot through the meshes, without a 
chance belug given him to try and regain 
his freedom, 

The nets ave held up by forked sticks in- 
clining toward the interior, and the end 
near the ground is well pegged down and 
logs of wood turned insidp it, the remain- 
ler being turned up, so that for four feet 
above the ground the netting is doubled, 
‘The tigor is driven into acul de sac formed 
of this netting,aud the end is then quickly 
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closed, forming a circle of about 800 yards 
indiameter. ‘Then all the underwood is 
cleared around it in a belt of about ten or 
fifteen feet in width. 

After this the parties with choppers en- 
ter the enclosure and cut two paths across 
gach other,so that by watching these the 
exact locality into which the tiger has 
moyed can be easily ascertained. This 
cutting of paths inside an enclosure, with 
fn enraged animal wandering about, 
would appear to those who do not know 
his nature to be foolhardy and inviting 
certain death, but as long as the men keep 
Well together a tiger will not charge upon 
them. Should he have received a wound 
it is very diMicult to persuade the natives 
to venture inside.—Pearson’s Weekly.

ABOUT EARLY LAMBs. 


This Article Tolls You How to Kill, Dress 
and Ship Them, 


Raising oarly lamba Ja proving a profit- 
able industry to those who undorstand 
the Industry from start to finish, Unfor- 
tunately, judging from tho appoaranco of 
many of tho lambs shipped, many people 
fail to undorsfand that the modo of dress- 
ing has a yery iinportant effect upon the 
prico obtained. Vo obtain a satisfactory 
profit it is essentini that the varly lambs 
present # noat and inviting appearance 
When exposed for sale. ‘This is almost as 
important o8 care and skill in fatten 
ing tho lninbs. 

Karly in tho soason lambs should nob 
wolgh more than 25 pounds, and aa the 
season advances buyers want heayier, 
They should be grown ns quickly as pos- 
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READY TO sftp, 

sible to reach the required weight, and 
should be fat and plump. Lato summor 
and fall lambs will not sell for tho spring 
article, The earlier Jambs can be sold in 
tho large city markets tho higher the’ 
price, In killing, cut the throat, making 
as large an insertion as possible, but bo 
certain that the largo artery is severed. 
Tho lamb should then be hung up by tho 
heels in order to bleed thorough)y and 
ayoid oiling the wool about the neck or 
head. In dressing carly lambs, cut them 
open only from the tail to the breast 
bone, but as the weather becomes warm, it 
is bost to cut down to the head. Hemove 
the ontrails, leaving in tho haslet. The 
head, feet and skin should all be left on, 
Skin the hind legs and draw the canl 
over thom and woll down over the 
kidneys, securing it with skewors. Slit 
the caul sufficiently to let the kidneys 
through, and putin what are known as 
back-sets or spreaders. ‘These are pieces 
of wood about 14 inches inches long for 
an ordinary sized carcass and pointed at 
both ends, Be careful that the back-sets 
are not too long, or there 1s danger of 
breaking the ribs and injuring the ap- 
pearance of the lamb, In putting them 
jn, fasten one end in the flank and the 
other in the breast close up to the first 
rib and place the othor stick in an oppos- 
ite direction so that the sticks cross in 
the back just behind the kidneys so as to 
open the carcass in such a way as to 
present a good appearance, making it as 
flat as possible, 

Let the carcass hang until perfectly 
coo], and before taking down see that 
all the bloody liquid has been removed 
from the chest. Replace the skin on the 
hind legs, cover the exposed portions of 
tho flesh with clean white muslin, and 
sew the whole carcass up neatly in burlap 
or bagging ‘The accompanying illustra- 
tion from the Cornell station shows .tho 
appearance it should present. Mark the 
pickage plainly with the names of tho 
shippor and the firm to whom if fs sent, 
and ship by express. Notify tho consignee 
by mail.—N. Y. World. 


Feed for Ewes With Early Lambs. 

One of tho most successful raisers of 
carly lambs in Connecticut, Charles 1, 
Lyman, writes: ‘I think a mixture of 
corn, peas and wheat middlings, equal 
parts by welght, will produce the best 
results of anything I know of for ewes 
suckling lambs. Care should be taken 
in not over-feeding tho cwos with this 
mixture while the lainb is quite young, 
for the combination will produce very 
rioh milk."’ GC. B, Lyman, of Massachus- 
sets, thinks corn and oats with linseed 
meal as good as anything, 

Much attention has been given to tho 
whole question of raising carly lambs at 
Cornell Experiment Station, and the 
direotor; I, P, Roberts, writes: ‘Mix equal 
parts by weight of cottonseed meal, corn 
meal (er whole corn if. the sheep are 
young), onts and bran; the oats and bran 
may be loft out if itis not convenient to 
procure both, as it will make little diffor- 
énco which one is fed, but if both aro 
handy, put them in. Also, give as much 
good clover hay as will bo eaten up cloan, 
and as many pounds of mangolds and 
turnips por day por sheep as it ents of 
cloyer hay. he drinking water must be 
abundant, clean and always accossiblo. 
On tho sido of the pon, slat up a simall 
place so that tho Jambs oan rotire to 
fn sopavato trough, whore somo corn moal 
and bran should be placed every morn- 
ing. If any remains unoaten, tho trough 
should be cleaned and fresh material put 
in, It will often pay to buy somo sugar 
and sprinkle oyer this Jamo ration, ‘This 
will induco them to go to eating carly 
and it will tond to make them eat more 
of it,thoroby making up for any lack of 
nourlshmont from thelr mothors, This is 
all written with tho supposition that 
those aro oarly Jambs which It is dostrod 
to forco us rapidly us possiblo for the oarly 
lamb markot. Lambs for tho fa)l m irkot 
are Injured by boing forced rapidly whon 
but 0 fow wooks old."

MAKE OF FODDER CHEESE, 

The low privo ruling on cheere this spring 
is attracting the attention of cheese buyers 
and receivers generally to the problem of 
the output of spring fodder cheese, For the 
past three seasons the manufacture of these 
by no means desirable goods has steadily 
increased until, lset epring, over 5v,000 
boxes were sentto Great Britain. Now, the 
quality of this cheese was euch that it must 
have lutted about twice as long as an cqual 
quantity of fiue, cool, freah flavored summer 
goods, This, naturally, was o weight on 
the market that tended to check demand, 
and tho trade are ponderiog whether tha 
same influence is to be felt thisspring. yf 
it does, the operation is almost certain to be 
a losing one to the farmer. Based propor 
tionately on present ruling pricese—unless 
there ia a radical advance in the market, 
which is unlikely—fodder cheese will have 
to ell, laid down in Montreal, at about Gc. 
Now, it is questionable whether such a 
price is profitable. Of course, the farmer 
can’t throw away his milk, but it eeems 
possible that te con’d utilize rome of it 
to better advantage than making fodder 
cheese to tell in Montreal at Gc. Ifhe does, 
the murket will certainly be benefitted by a 
reduction in the yield of thia inferior stock, 
and the maker average a greater return on 
his seasou’s work than if ho turned ont 
whole tone of it. 1t is worthy of note that 
the question is ulready attracting the 
attention of cheese makere in central New 
York state.

REDUCING COUNTY COUNCILS, 


Hon. Mr. Hardy when moying the 
second reading of his bill to reduce the 
number of County Councillors, said thut 


municipalities require a large number of 


Councillors while they are being organized, 
but could afterwards do with less. The 
number has outgrown the necessities of 
the situation. In some cases the number 
of metabers of the County Council was 
halfas large as that of the Ontario Legis- 
lature, The prezent bill did not propose 
to make any provision regarding the fature 
pay of the County Councillors should their 
number be reduced. It was casy to ake 
another proposition, and no matter what 
number of Councillors was proposed some- 
one would suggest another number so that 
Mr. Hardy then ran over the various 
propositions that had been made to reduce 
the number, and pointed out how they 
had all been criticized and defeated, The 
number of County Councillors in the 
Province had inoreased from 766 in 1858 to 
1,165 in 1893, requiring over $60,000 a year 
in enlaries. Their work could be done 
just os advantageously by one third the 
present number of inembers, The scheme 
proposed would not affect seven or eight of 
the counties, but the number left who 
would be aflected by the law wonld be 
1,035. The scheme proposed weuld reduce 
that number to 884, or a reduction of 651, 
The scheme proposed that two commis 

sions proposed of Judges, one for the 
western and one for the eastern part of 
Ontario, be appointed, to divide the count 

jes, into districts, each of which would 
elect two Councillors for the County 
Council. They would be elected for two 
yeara, and by the cumulative mode of vol- 
ing, cach yoter haying tivo votes, both of 
which he could, if he chose, give to one 
candidate, Some persons might ory out 
that there would be gerrymandering, Mr. 
Hardy went on, but that would only be 
human nature, The commissioners ought 
to do their work without any knowledge of 
how their work would affect the county 
politically.

Profits Prevented by the Tari”, Which Pro- 
tects Only Some Very Smull Growers in 
Florids. 

" Doalers {n foreign fruits say that un- 

_-Yess tho duty of 20 per count. ad valorem 
on cocoantts is repealed, that delicious 

-_artiole will soon cease to be imported 

into this country. For years past the 

cocoanut trade has hesn one of the most 
profitublo of the smaller lines of tho fruit 
business, and hundrods of thousands of 
these milky nuts have como to New 
Orleans and New York. But, in trado 
parlance, tho milk is ont of the cocoanut 
now, that is, tho imposition of the duty 
has squeeze. out all the profit of irport- 
ing thom, : 

” Why the duty was put on thom the im- 
porters themselves haye not been able to 
fathom, for only a vyory few cocoanuts 
are grown in Floridu, Perhaps thero aro 
25.000 Florida cocanuts grown in a year. 
The annusl importation of this nut rnns 
up into tho millions, two New Orleans 
dealers alone, in 1895, haying imported 
snéarly 10,000,000 nuts. 


Literature and Pedagorsy.

A Scott Act Victory. 

A yote was takon on Tuesday, 7th inst., 
on tho repeal of the Scott Act, now in 
force in Westmoreland County, New 
Prunswick, and the Aot was again sus- 
talned by a largo majority. As has been 
previously stated in these columns, the 
‘Aot was fist adopted in Westmoreland in 
1879 by a majority of 788,and it went Into 
force soon after and has been in force 
ever since, though seyeral very strong 
attempts have been made to repeal it, and 
though its enforcement in the City of 
Monvton a rallroad center in tho heart of 
that county bas always beon difficult, and 
not yory successful, In 1884 4 repeal 
vote was taken and the majority for tho 
Act was Dut 78. ‘This encouraged the 
opponents to attempt its repeal again’ in 
1888, when the majority xoso to 766, 
This year again the antl’s brought on the 
repeal yote, and though polling day was 
very cold and stormy one, the yoto was 
lurzo and the majority was substantial— 
nbout 800.

A homicide occurs every two hours 
| in Italy. This was one of rthe many 
| startling statements made by Baron 
Garofalo, a distinguished Italian crim- 
|inologist, in a lecture delivered on 
| “Criminality in Relation to the Educa- 
| tion of the; people,"” in the Roman Col- 
lege. His audience included Queen Mar- 
| gherita. 

In Italy the annual loss of life by 
homicide (usually by lethal weapons) 
“numbers about 4,0u0 souls. (Compared 
| With~France, tor instance, she has 10 
homicides a year for France’s one; and 
/35 for Denmark’s one. The Latin pop- 
ulations, indeed, in ooth hemispheres 
| have a bad pre-eminence over the ‘leu- 
tonic in crimes of violence, if not in 
'crime generally,and if these Latin pop- 
ulations the Italian is the worst, 

Baron Garofalo proceeded to give the 
reasons why. In the first place, ven- 
| detta, which in Greece was heroism and. 
‘in mediaeval Europe a laudable cus- 
! tom, has lingered longer in Italy than 
,in any other country; duelling, also, is. 
jmore frequent in Italy than | 
To the religious instruction given in 
Great Britain and the United States of 
| America he attributed the fact that 
these countries have in 40 years dim- | 
inished by one half the annual propor- 
five increase of delinquency and menc 
cants, while in Italy the want of sim 
lar instruction has resulted in the po: 
tive increase of delinquency and medi- 
cancy since 1862. When to these con- 
| siderations we add the increased hard- 
ness of the living in the youne king- 
dom, the strain put upon the moral re- 
‘sisting power by a crushing poverty, 
the squalid dwellings, the defective ali- 
mentation, by which the. brain is starv- 
‘ed, when it is not actually poisoned,

The decomposition of meat does not 
produce these poisons, and therefore 
‘thigh’? meat and gamo may be eaten 
with comparative impunity; but it must 
neyer be forgotten that fish, the moment 
that decomposition sots in, becomes actual 
poison, and that the further the decom- 
position proceeds, the more poisonous the

Mrs. Maud Howe [iliot!, the novelist, 
social leader and popular chaperon of 
wealthy debutantes, has a most dis- 
tinguishd nose, a nose that oan, as is 
were, look back upon genorations of oul- 
ture, It is a nose that shows at a glance 
pride of birth and ancestry, an appre- 
ciation of self that is scarcely concoit, 
and a powerful ambition to stand at tho 
head, accompanied by a firm belief that 
such a stand could be mado with grace 
and «gaity. ‘ 

Only a_highly-organized, nervous 
temporament would possess this type of 
nose, ‘Tho slightly distended nostrils 
indicato a lack of apprecintion of re- 
straint or advice, as well as great courage 
and genorosity. 

Goorgo, Eliot has the massive, somo- 
what roughly finished noso rarely seon 
except on tho faces of mon and women 
of markod strength and individuality of 
charactor. It is as strong and rudely 
modeled as Gladstono’s nose and yet has 
the length, and wide, open nostrils of 
Nelson's, which peculiarity indicates 
great strength of purpose, whether in 
love or war, Strength of purposa was 
undoubtedly one of George Hilot's many 
vital charactorisics, Her love of right, 
fearlessness in duty and keon sonso of 
ubligation to others are all told in tho 
size and contour of hor nose,

LIVE BATTERIES.

Did You Ever Get Hold of an Eel or Any of 
Those Strange, Shocking Things ? 


Quite a few meébors of the fish 
family are complete storage batteries in 
themselves. ‘The torpedo ray is the most 
familiar. A fisherman once sald his 
arm was, nearly paralyzod hy ‘coming 
in contact with one of them. Not 
many years ago tho fishermen of Italy 
believed they were buwitchod by a powor 
that came up out of the sea, and it was 
not till Redi, the Italinn naturalist, dis- 
covered that it was the torpedo fish 
which exerted the strange influence that 
they recovered from their fright, 

Tho bonumbing sensation experienced 
by contact with the torpedo is more 
like that which comes from hitting tho 
“crazybono’’ than anything else, The 
fish is a perfect battery constructed on 
th» principle of the voltaic pile. It con- 
sists of two layors or series of cells, 
more than 2,000 sometimes being found 
in ono fish, with a jelly-like Nuid bu- 
tween them, WHxperiments have shown 
that while the torpedo is not strong 
enough to kill a man, the shock it 
gives will kill a reed bird. Even aftor 
death its powers are apparent, and thoso 
holding the dissecting knife are some- 
times seriously interfored with. 

The most powerful of all living electric 
batteries known is tho electric eal of 
South <Aioerica. Richvt, tha astron- 
omer, presented his experiences with the 
cel to tho French Academy of Solences 
and was laughed at for his pains. Not 
till 70 yoarg later was the story of an 
electric South American iish credited. 
A Dutch naturalist has compared this 
ee] to the Leyden jar, ‘Tho large evis, 
ton to fifteon feet in length, are dangor- 
ous to human life, One captured for the 
Brgtish Museum prostrated a horse and 
rider in the strugglo and when dragged 
ashore by two natives gave them such 
shocks that they soreamed aloud, An 
Englishman, who rushed forward and 
cut tho lino, himself recolyed a shock. 

Ono of the African catfishes Is an ox- 
cellent electrician and its powers are 
appreciated by the natives who uso it for 
various purposes. As a medicine it Is 
used by placing several of the fish in 
a tub of water and forcing the pationt 
to enter the tub and receive a shock, 
Persons suspected of crime are forced to 
hold the fish in their hands, their 
nbility to do so being proof of their 
innocence, 


An Ingenious Robber, 

Tho gold and diamonds of South Africa 
have already att:acted a yery fair propor- 
tlon of tho thieves of the world to that 
favored region, Some yery fine hauls 
hayo boon made, and othors all but made, 
Decidedly the most sensational attempt 
was ono made a few years ago on tho dia: 
mond train, ‘lo reach Cape Town from 
Kimborly used to take three days, or at 
least two days and three nights. Tho 
diamonds used to bo carried in a safe in 
o post-office sorting yan, Somo expert 
thioves found ont whore the safe always 
stood in the van, and under that spot, 
and beneath tho van, rigged up a plat- 
form of ropo and plank, whereupon a 
man could Io and work with a drill as 
the train sped on its way. It 1s a lonoly 
journey, with hours and hours botwoon 
stations. Tho thief ondured his uncom- 
fortable position bonoath tho moying 
train long onough to bore a cirolot of holor 
in the bottom of tho tron safo, haying 
flrat cut a ploco out of tho bottom of tho 
van, His plan was to comploto the 
olrolo in this tedious way, so as to ro- 
move a ploco of safe bottom and leave 
a holo largo onough for tho insertion of 
a arm, tho removal of a bag and tho 
oapturo of 4 fortune Indinmonds, Un- 
fortunatoly for him ho was olthor disturb- 
od or got tired, for ho dropped off hia 
plank.

Tho treatment of Ginerarias ond C 
arias js so nearly alike, says Lonuie Groo 
lee in the American Agricniturist, that to 
consider them separately would occupy 
needless time and space, , 
both must be grown or purchased every 
year, as these giyo much finer flowers thau 
old ones, which are also more subject to 
insects and disease. he seed should be 
sown in April, May, or June, according to 
the season for which bloom is dosired, 
Plants which are to bloom for the 
Christmas holidays should be in two-inch 
pots by tho middle of July. Who shallow 
box or pan in which the seeda are sown 
should be filled about half full of drain.

ago, and this covered by several inches of 
light, fine soil, composed of leaf mold 
mixed with half its bulk of sandy loam. 
Firm the surface down well, scatter the 
seeds down thinly and evenly over it, 
coyer them with a light sprinkling of 
earth, and water the soil gently but 
thoroughly. The seed pans should be 
placed where they can be kept cool and 
where wind and full sunshine will not 
strike them, yet should not be densely 
shaded. A pane of glass laid across the 
top keeps the soil moist longer after water- 
ing, but mnst be tilted or raised above the 
pots a little every day, toadmitair. Soon 
the little seedlings will appear, and must 
be watered very carefully, never allowing 
them te dry ont, but never over-watering 
thom, If once they droop from excess of 
water and sour soil, they may as well be 
thrown away, while plants that droop from 
too dry a soil may drop a few leaves, but 
will recover, When large enough to han- 
dlo, prick ont the small plants two inches 
apart into other pans or boxes of the same 
light soil, and transplant afterward as 
often as they may need it, in order to 
keep the leaves from touching one another, 
Six-inch pots will be large enough for them 
to bloom in, About the best place for the 
plauts through the summer is a shaded 
frame, with the sashes tilted on the back 
and front; but any sheltered yet light and 
airy spot, where winds do uot blow, nor 
hot suns beat down, will answer almost us 
well. ‘hey must be kept as cool as possi- 
ble in summer, and never allowed to be- 
come dry, but give the water at the root, 
us the leaves decay if it is splashed upon 
them too freely. 

As autumn approaches, it should be re- 
meinbered that, although Cinerarias and 
Calceolarias thrive in a very cool temper- 
ature, they will not endure the least tonch 
of frost. The final transplanting should 
take place in September or October, Do 
not use sifted soil, but preferably one that 
is coarse and lumpy, mixed with a fourth 
part of well-decayed manure, When potted 
the plants may be brought indoors and 
gradually accustomed to the house temper- 
ature by free admission of air, They will 
now need full light, and the night temper- 
ature should not be lower than alont forty- 
tivo degrees, with the usual rise in day- 
time, Both of these plants are usually 
troubled a good deal with the aphis and 
red spider if proper precautions aro not 
taken, T'resh tobacco stems scattered over 
the surface of the soil, or among tho pots, 
is agood remedy for the aphis; the folinge 
of the plants will not endure much 
tobacco smoke, Red spider is trouble- 
some to all plants which are kept too 
warm and dry, so the best proyentive of it 
is to givo plonty of water and good yenti- 
lation. Finally, the points to be empha- 
sized in the culture of Cinerarias and 
Calceolarigs are; To keep them growing 
healthily, With no check from drouth, 
frost, or cramped roots; not to over or 
under water them, not to splash the foliage, 
and to always provide good drainage; 
never to crowd the plants, so that the 
broad leayes will touch one another; and 
to begin the tobacco treatment for insects 
in good season, If the aphis attacks the 
roots, agit may, without being seen on 
the leaves, the planta should bo turned 
out of the pots, aud the balls of earth, 
with their plants and the empty pote, be 
thoroughly fumigated, The best speci- 
men plants will frequently como from the 
latest:sowh seedlings, which are the most 
easily managed, as tho moist, cool nights 
of autumn are in their favor. By shitting 
the plants into ten-inch pots, large speci- 
men plants may be readily developed. 
The soil will be benefited by the addition 
of some rough bones, The plants must 
bo kept in continuous growth, without any 
chook, and must not be allowed to becuine 
pot boured before they are shifted to the 
large pots for flowering.

How to Sot Cuttings. 

In setting out cuttings, the first and 
most important point is to make tho soil 
firm and solid around the baso, ‘This does 
not mean:that the cutting is to be simply 
pushed down into the ground. Willows, 
itis true, will often grow that way, bat 
yrapev, currants, quinces and tho more de- 
sirable plants that can be grown from cut 
tings should haye a trench opened five or 
six inches in depth, and the cuttings placed 
in it, slanting slightly tothe north, Then 
with the hands the carth ia to bo pressed 
closely uround the baso for two or three 
inches up, When more soil ia filled tn 
the foot may be applied, but tho last two 
ox three inches on the top should bo let 
loose, with tho upper bud of the cutting at 
the surface of tho ground or vory slightly 
below it, Tho distance apart in the row 
inay bo thred#to wix inch:

Time to Prune the Apple. 


The best time ta prune the apple is 
when tho knife is sharp! This is rank 
heresy in the eyes of many who favor 
proning only in winter, but it is borne 
out by tests at Cornell ExperimentStation 
in Central Now York. In '91, six good- 
sized @pple trees were set apart,and a por- 
tion of a young orchard has also been 
used for experimentation. ‘That season 
limbs wore cut off every month in the 
year. ‘This winter the scars haye been 
carefully studied and photographed and 
no difference can be found in thé healing 
over. ‘That is, no difference can be dis- 
covered that would cause the recommend- 
img of any particular month to prune, 
The wounds at time of pruning were 
covgred with all the different substances 
recommended, and no adyantage could 
be discovered by their use over no treat- 
ment,in healing over these wound¢which 
were one to fuur inches in diameter. 
Prof, Bailoy goos so far as to say that the 
use ot grafting wax, shellac, paint and 
various céher coyerings for wounds made 
by the removal of limbs, is only valuable 
to keep out bacteria and thus prevent rot, 
The idesl remedy for this would be 
bordean mixture (but it does not last), ay 
tho other recommended substances in 
a brief time allow germs to obtain a foot- 
hold. ho rapidly growing upright 
branches heal over much more quickly 
than tho slower growing laterals. Mafe 
smooth clean cuts and cut close to body 
of tree,and make tho cut on side branches 
parallel with the body of the treo and 
not at a right angls to the limb cut off, if 
by so doing the cut would not be ona 
line wish the tree.

CURIO US RELIGIOUS CUSTOMS. 


Vollowers of Mahomet Who Believe in 
Ning. 

At different times some very remark- 
ablo customs have been practised in the 
bame of religion, both by heathens and 
Christians. ‘The followers of Mahomet, 
for oximplc, hayo always had a reputa 
tion for Liood-thirstinoss in the conrse of 
thuir efforts to conquer the world; but 
perhaps tho seot called Assassins, from 
whom thy modorn word assassin is de- 
rived, haye been among the most crucl. 
Thoy had large settlements in Persia and 
in Syria, and existed for about 200 years 
—during the eleventh, twelfth and 
thirteenth centuries. 

The chief of the sect was called the Old 
Man of the Mountain, All the members 
were trained in absolute obedioncs to 
him, holding themselves ready ut any mo- 
mont to murder any porson that he might 
polnt out, It was customary to give to 
those murderers on Inebriating draught 
when thoy wero about to execute the 
chief's commands, called hashish, made 
trom tho Jeayes of homp. It is from this 
that the word assassin is derived, 

‘The Thugs were an Indian sect with 
customs nut unlike the Assassins, With 
them the great object was to kill by 
stenlthy means, and the stories that have 
come down to us of their doing show that 
their skill in approaching and slaying 
their victims unobserved was porfectly 
extraordinary. Tho name is derived from 
& Hindu word, thag, a deceiver, Every 
victim was counted as a sacrifice offered 
to tholr Goddess Kali. It is nob known 
how long they oxisted, ‘They were found 
in active operation whon the English con- 
quered Indla, but it was not till 1810 that 
ineasuras were taken to exterminato 
them, It was some twenty or thirty 
years after this date that they were ultiia- 
atoly crushed, 

The followers of Simon Stylites offer 
ons of the most curious examples. This 
man was one of a number of Christian 
ascetios in yery early times who on- 
dsayored to live the most austere lives, 
and wore apparently always on the look- 
out for some new method of giving them- 
selves pain, 

St. Simon conceived the idea of living 
on the top ofa pillar, so that he couid 
noyec lie down, but had to bo always 
standing, kneeling or sitting. In this way 
he is said to have passed thirty years, and 
died in 451, The name is derived from 
the Greek word stulos, a pillar, and tho

THE FIGHTING STRENGTH OF THE DERVISHES 


Arecent American visitor to the Soudan 
writes in regard to the fighting strength of 
the Mahdisets :—- When we were at Assouan, 
in Egypt, in the spring of ‘94, the Governur 
called on ue, and from him we learneda 
gteat deul of the situtation of uffuirs, Ile 
was an Izyptian who had enjoyed a 
European education, and who spoke Eng 
lish fluently. On asking him ubout these 
Dorvishes, he replied, ‘If they had the 
“einews of war’ at hand, there is nothing 
that could etand between them and Cairo.’ 
He said they kept about 50,000 men under 
arms, und they had over 100.000 Martini- 
Henry rifles, We thoughtat the time that 
this might be somewhat of an exaggeration, 
At Aseouan, however, we left our steamer, 
and going above the firat cataracts, engaged 
another, which took us to Wady Halla 

This was gud is tho frontier etation ia the 
south occupied by the British, aud ie one 
thousand miles south of Alexandria, Here 
we became acquainted with Hoglish officers 
commanding the Hgyptian forces, and found 
them an exceedingly intetligent and 
agreeable set of mea. We found the frontier 
station bevring witness to an intelligent 
hygienic rupervision, The diffrence 
between Wady Halfa and many of the 
Nubian villages we hud passed wae world- 
wide, The officers here gave us every 
opportunity to see their military equipmen’, 
We saw the drill of the troops, both 
Fellaheen and Nubian, We also saw that 
upon which they place their graat reliavce 
in holding back the Dervish inroads, their 
camel corps. Uhis consisted of 2,000 camola, 
serving as the cavalry of the desers. Tho 
animals wero in fine shape, well drilled, and 
curry mounted artillery as well a8 men. 
We saw their oyolutions out on the desert, 
and admired them much, Upon these the 
English officers told us they relied as boing 
moat effective in warfare such as that part 
of the country is called upon to witness. 

In conversation with the second officer 
in command, I asked him if their Fellaheen 
troops could bo matched against the Der- 
viebes. Withashake of the head anda 
smile, he anid, ‘Hardly.’ Ithen asked him 
whother they had any troops whom thoy 
could match againwt the Dorvishes’ on- 
slaught. He replied, ‘Wo think tho 
Nubians could matoh them,’ and then with 
a significant smile ho added. ‘But we do 
not covet the exporiment.’ These Nubian 
troops are far ahoad of tho Fellaheen in 
physique, Black as coal, tull, straight, with 
well formed limbs vnd finely set heada, 
they look as if they could fight eplendidly, 
eapecially if led by compotent officers, It 
svemed to us at the time that if the Der- 
vishes were ever to be sovercly whipped, 
theae Nubians lod by [nglish officora were 
the only men on whom England could rely. 

I might udd here that we found in Egypt, 
in overy class of society, the prevailing 
impression that the Englich had coma to 
stuy, und the overwhelming desire that thiy 
should be the fact. The only class who 
grumbled at all were cho old burnraucracy. |

EMIGRATION FROM BRITAIN, 


The report for last year of the Emigrants’ 
Information Office show features that are of 
some ivterest to Canada, While the statis- 
tics as to the oxtent to which the cffice was 
utillzed by seckera of knowledge concerning 
the colonies show an increase of 7,734 appl - 
cations for 1895, as against 6 652 in 1594, 
this increase was very cqually distributed. 
It appears, for instance, that the coutrover- 
sies about South Africa cansed qnite aruy of 
interpellations as to that part of the world, 
towarda the close of lat year, Iu the last 
three months of 1894, there were 258 in- 
quirics received touching South Africa, but 
during the same period io 1593, the figures 
rose to 890 or three anda balf times as many. 
There was a corresponding incronte in tho 
emigration to the Cape and adjoining terci- 
toriee. According to th» Board of rade re- 
turns, the total number of emigrants last 
yeor wae, in round figures, 272,000, ae 
againet 227,000 in 1894. Lut, on the other 
hand, those who left tho British Isles direct 
for the Australasian or Cuuadian provinces 
were fewer in 1895 than in the preceding 
year, The emigration to the Cupe and 
Natal ebows an iocrease, on the whole, of 
50 per eent, ‘‘Indeed,” says the report, 
‘tho chief feature from the pointof view 
of emigration has been, beyond all question, 
the rush to South Africa,” Weare not told 
anything of the condition, character or 
aspiration of those emigrants, but should 
not at all be eurprised if some of them 
obtained a cheap trip home again in the 
train of Dr. Jim. However that be, it is 
clear that there is room for improvement_in 
the rush to Canada.

expensive, and for the making of farm 
roads, ospeoially, the home-made scraper 
that ¢a figured herowith serves o very 
good purpose, while for making smooth 
a rough country highway, and for gradu- 
ally working the carth from the sides to 
tho contor of the road, this soraper, pro- 
coded by a harrow, will be found of very 
grvat assistance, Tho trouble with most 
of our country roads is that they aro flat, 
so that tho rainfall either stands on the 
surface and makes it extremely muddy, 
or, if the road bo tn a rolling or hilly 
country, the wator runs along the middle 
of tho highway, and badly washos it The 
“shouldor’ at the sides of such roads 
should bo loose earth scraped into the 
middle of tho highway, so that it will be 
rounded from side to side. Then if the 
side ditches ure kept opon all rain water 
will quickly run off, and do no injury 
either by making mud or by washing 
These two points, I think, account for a 
largo share of our poor highways—a flat 
surfaco and poor drainage at the sides. If 
towns would only soo that it is much bot- 
ter to make thorough work as far as they 
go, there would bo great lessening of the 
presont troubles. ‘Thore seems to be a 
prevailing purpose in many places to do 
just onough to keop the roads just pas- 
suble—to do just enough on thom ‘‘to 
clear the law’’—with a result that every 
rain puts the roads back where they wore 
before uny work at all was done upon

could be pursued. Make the rouds as 


wide as possib.e, round them well, keep 
the side drains well open and the outlets 
clear,and even hard storms will not wash 
them. Comparatively few towns can ex- 
pend large sums in making scientifio 
tock-ballasted roads, but all can use good 
common sense in directing the labor that 
is to be expended upon them. Our roads 
are poor, not because a large amount of 
Jabor has not been expended upon therm

Tho sugar beet factory at Lehi, Utah, is 
the scene of cattle feeding on beet pulp. It 
is reported that cattle thrive finely en 
this tood. The use of beet pulp for stock 
food is common in Kurope. 


During the coldest weather the last 
feed of fowls should bo given as late as 
possible and should consist of whole 
grain. This will keep them warm 
Uirough the night. If any corn is givon 
the fowls it should be just before they go 
to roost, as the corn takes longer to digest 

an the smaller grains. 


{any farmers salt their cows only in 
summer when on green feed, But the 
salt is just os muth needed now, and if 
given will make the butter come more 
quickly, It is probably true that part of 
tho difficulty in making good winter 
butter is due to tho feod, and expecially 
to the lack of sufficient and regular sup- 
plies of salt. The best way is, if stock 
have not been accustomed to haying salt 
beside them, to give alittle each day until 
tho appetite for salt is partially sated. 
An overdose of salt will result ino» at- 
tack of scours and probably in perman- 
ont injury to the digestive organs.

chimney serves to mar tho background 
of snowy mountain tops or to obseure 
the charming const lino But this 
absonoe of smoke is a lamontablo Indlea- 
tion of the abjoct poverty of the populace 
Though a black, murky and disagreeable 
crown, tho clty that does not woar 
it, ns this manufacturing and indus 
trial contury draws to a close, ig to 
be regarded with commise jon by 
moro favored municipalitios, Naples has 
a brighter crown, tho clear blue sky and 


tho sn.w/ mountain poaks, and sho 
sits with her loveliness reflectod in tho 
mirror of the sun-lit sea, but her royal 


ralmont and shining attire aro powerless 
to conceal the rags and tatters of hor poo- 


plo. Botlor tho smoky crown of tho 
American cities ! 

What aro Naples’ industries? There 
are tho fisherles, market gardening, 


camco-cutting (which is not whut it was), 
tho tortoise shell industry and tho bronzo 
factories, How the thousands of porsons 
not engagod in any of those ocenpations 
manage to live is beyoud comprehension. 


STREET MERCHANTS OF NAPLES. 


First, regarding the fisheries! Thora are 
many ways of fishing, but the best wages 
are $1 a day,and the men cannot hold out 
long, as tho strain js too great and the 
labor too severe, ‘The “frutti di mare’? 
is taken with a long pole to which is 
fastened a bag anda rake. Tho earth is 
swept into the bag by the brake, and 
when raised to the boat the shell fish aro 
picked out, It is not so difficult to gather 
the sea urchins and sea eggs, but these 
are not so profitable to the bronzed toil- 
ers. Fishing with nets on tho Mediter- 
ranean is yery exciting compared with 
fishing in the same manner on the great 
chain of lakes. Hore there is less toil as 
Well as less excitement, and the catch is 
usually plentiful because of the national 
and state fisheries wwe haye in Michigan 
which kindly replenish the supply an- 
nually for the fishermen, and, of course, 
for the general public. But ungrateful 
for what is done for thom out of the 
general purse of tho community at large, 
it is even whispored that our fishermen 
violate the laws pertaining to nets. ‘Lhe 
Neapolitan tisheemen would regard the 
yreat lakes as a fishermun’s paradise, 
with magnificent results for comparative- 
ly little labor. For illustration, look at 
the fishermen for anchovy. ‘The boats 
leave the shore far behind them and 
watch for a school of porpoises. When 
the porpoises appear in much excitement 
the fishurmen know they are feeding and 
row quickly into the midst of them. Tho 
porpoises disappear and the nets aro cast 
into the soa, They are hauled in and 
with infinite Inbor are disentanglod, 
work requiring great patience. An ex- 
cellent ‘appetizer’ is the anchovy when 
sorved with a little Italian sausage, but 
few realize how arduously the fishermen 


Thon tho sea is most treachorous in 
spite of its sunny face, and storms aro 
suddon and fierce, Tho classics aro re- 
plete with disasters to the mariners. 
Ono reestls the pathotic passages in 
Horaco of the shipwreck of Archytas, when 
each passer-by 1s asked to nasist in cover- 
ing the corpse that lios on the shore: 


“OQ sailor man, those bones, this skull to 
hide, 
Grudgo not 

sand ; 
So may the east wind on Venusia blow, 
And spare thee on tho waters far away.’’

The fishermen are extromely supersti- 
tious, and haye all kinds of antidotes for 
black spirits and ghosts. When a boat is 
finished an altar is erected in it and a 
priest is called to bless the cralt If the 
tollor or the sea is unfortunate the priest Is 
askod to exorcise the evil spirit which ts 
responsible for the poor luck of tho fishor- 
man, So there aro a great many religious 
observances wbout fishing in the sunny 
wators and thero Js an Implicit faith that 
o little coremeny will drive the fish into 
the nets. Whon it doos not the coreomony 
is repeated, and in time the fishormen 
will bo rowarded and his nots will come 
up full, 

Reference was mado to the tortoise 
shell workers, Thoy livo at tho top of al- 
most uninhabitable ‘ fondact’’ whore there 
is plonty of light, and for a mere nothing 
produce exquisite combs, broovhes and 
lorgnettes. But a groat deal is sold for 
tortolse shell that is only Imitation, and 
those 
elty by the atreot merchants who prey 
upon tho strangers within their gatos, 
hold thom up with native eloquence and 
relleve them of all their spare change. 
One of theso “‘merchants’’ approavhed tho 
writer as he was comfortably soated ona 
beech overlooking the harbor. Ho hold 
out a magnificent comb

HOW FAR CAN A MAN FALL ? 
Romarkable Leaps and Falls by Men, Wo- 
men and Children Without Injury. 


From how great a height may a person 
fall and live? This question was sug- 
gestol by the experience of Dr. Helm, the 
Zurich professor, who in the Sunday 
World told how ho fella great distance 
down a glacior in Switzerland and lived 
to relate his sensations, His aim was to 
prove that sudden death is not pain- 
ful. Tho other phase of the question— 
how far may we fall unhurt?—is just as 
interesting, however, 


_ Tho well-known Alps wanderer, 
Sigrist, foll backward off the crown of 
the Korpfstork Alp, Switzerland, and 


Janded on the rocks at the foot of the 
glacier, Of courso, his fall was some- 
what broken as he Lounded from spur to 
spur, but the fall was a great one neyor- 
tholoss. 

Of the persons who have fallen from 
balloons no record has been kept, but the 
accidents haye been sufficiently danger- 
ous to proye that a great fall does not al- 
ways snd human lifo. On July 26 last 
The World recorded the feat of a negro 
who, to escape punishment for stealing a 
ride, jumped from a train as if was pass- 
ing over Delewaro bridge on tho Kele 
Railroad at Port Jervis, N.Y. Hoe fell a 
distance of eighty feet, and though 
striking on his head in a bed of gravel 
covered only by six inches of water, he 
oscaped serious injury. wan 

Here is u case of an infant: At Rock- 
away Boach on Sept. 8, baby George Mo- 
Vey, two years old, tuimblod out ofa 
third-story window without rocolving 
any injuries excopt a bruised eye anda 
skinned nose. He crept to the window 
while his mother was asleop, His fall 
was broken by an awning 

Womon seom especiaily able to drop 
from any height and recelye little or no 
injury. In France recontly a woman 
tried to commit suicide by jumping from 
a high bridge. She was hardly injured. 
Near Niagara Falls a woman foll ovyor a 
precipice and landed some hundred feet 
below, alive and able to tell of it. 

Mrs. Annio Keeney leaped ont ofa 
fifth story window of No,1 25 Kast One 
Hundred and Kighth stroet, and sustained 
only a few slight bruises on the face. 
‘The woman was half asleep at the time 
and walked over the roof of her own 
houso to that of a neighbor's. She swung 
off the roof to a fire-escape and asked tho 
occupants of No, 125 for brandy. On 
hoing refused, she leaped to the ground, 
Clothes lines stretch across tho yard be- 
tween the tenoment windows, and the 
woman rebounded from one of these to 
another in her fall, until she finally land- 
ed badly shaken up but otherwise unhurt, 

On Aug. 18 August Johnson, a joiner, 
residing in Middletown, Conn., foll from 
tho fourth story of a building on which 
he was working, turning a completo 
somoersault and striking with his head on 
somo boards which projected from the 
first story. Hoe mannged to catch hold 
of the boards, to which he clung until he 
was roscued, He fell forty fvet. He was 
not injurod in any way. 

Annio Epbort recently fell ont of the 
third story window of No. 608 First 
ayonue and was not killed. A few weoks 
sinco Christopher Brockein, crazed by 
misfortune, jumpod from tho third-story 
window of tho tenement house at No, 502 
Kast Twelfth street. Ie landod on tho 
sidewalk fifty foct bolow, and whon his 
wife reached him he was sitting on tho 
curbstone surrounded by a pack of small 
children. Sprains of tho ankles were his 
only injuries. 

Kdward Christio foll from a scaffold 
whch gave way at tho fourth floor of a 
now building at Madison avenue and 
Soventy-seound strect reeontly. Although 
he foll four storios, he sustained no more 
than a ture of tho thighs and right 
urm. Christian Jensen, a paintor, of 
White Plains, N Y., foll from a indder to 
tho ground, a distance of forty foot, and 16 
alive to tell of it.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


A Gorm Disoaso Whioh the State Should 
Protect Poople From. 

It is now well established that tubereu 
losis is a germ disease, in this respeot re 
sombling smallpox, yellow fever and many 
other maladies, This germ lives in great 
numbers in animal bodies and is prevalent 
ina groater numbor of animals than any 
other disease, Cattle are especially sus 
ceptible, but many domestic and othor 
animals are subject to it and may be tho 
moans of conveying it to the human sub- 
ject. Even sand mico have tubercu- 
losis. This germ manifests no power of 
yoluntary motion and wonld therefore be 
classed as vogetable rather than animal. 
Its vitality is one of its strong characteris 
tics, and it doubtless lives even after the 
substance in which it has grown has been 
dried to dust. reezing cold does not kill 
it and it requires a temperature of about 
158° to destroy it 

The fact that it is liable to occur in 
overy day food products, as meat and milk, 
yet is so minute as to escape ordinary 
means of detection, accounts in large 
measure for the wide distribution in tho 
human family, 

But modern science has furnished tho 
means of detecting the presence of these 
germs of consumption with such certainty 
that it now becomes the duty of the State 
to protect people against the liability to 
purchase and*use the products of animals 
affected with this disease, and more, to 
take a similar course to that pursued in the 
recent stamping ont of the dread cattle 
plague and rid the country of ull tubercu- 
lous animals,

Ilorses aro Nervous, 


The greit superiority of tho horse to all 
other dumb animals, according to Mr, H, 
C, Merwin, is the fineness of his nervous 
system. Almost all the fastest horses, says 
the same writer, have been remarkable for 
their nervous “high strung” constitutions. 
Others have had as good legs and as good 
lungs but have Jacked the necessary 
courage and determination, the ‘door die” 
spirit, which makes a horse keep on after 
heis tired. But this very nervousness 
renders the horse the most irritable of 
creatures, the most easily worried and dis- 
tressed, Upon this point Mr. Merwin 
makes some observations that are worth 
reading by all who haye or expect to have 
horses of their own. 

Harsh treatment, though it stop short of 
inflicting physical pain, keeps a nervous 
horse in a state of misery, On the other 
hand, it is perfectly true, as a besotted but 
intelligent stable keeper once observed to 
me: “A kind word to a hoss is as good 
sometimes as a feed of oats,” 

In dealing with a horse, more than with 
most animals, one ought to exercise pa- 
tience, care, and, above all, the power of 
fympathy, 80 as to know if possible the 
real motive of his doing or refusing to do 
this or that, To acquire such knowledge 
and to act upon it when acquired is a large 
part of the ethics of horse keeping.

Wisdom from a Wide-Awake Farmer at 


an Tnetitu 


From a papor rend at Si y 
era’ club, on “Social 
Farm” we take the fullowing 
social condition needs improvement 
disputed question But the question 
how shall we bring about the much needed 
improvement? The first anawer that occurs 
to me fa to get a little warmth into s 5 
this cold half hearted way that too many 
of us fall into, would injure the best of 
society, Leave your cares and worries at 
home, put on your best face, groet every 
one cordially, Many an honest homely 
is cheored and brightened immeasure- 
1 friondly smile anda kindly word, 
il sonls often remain unrecognized 
of this cold atmosphere which 
pervades 60 much of our society, Let in 
a little sunshine and have a general 
spring thaw «and seo what resulta will 
follow, Another answer is break up the 
cliques. They ave the stumbling block 
of society; there is far too much attention 
paid to money value to have genuine hos- 
pitality. How often do we sea a poor 
ignoramus suddenly acquire control of a 
handsome sum of money, and see how 
readily he is taken up and petted and 
pampered when before he was beneath the 
notice of Mr, Money Bags, While at the 
same time there are many whore money 
may not count so much, but whose genial 
hospitable souls are starving for recogni- 
tion, Let us break up these little bands 
that are bound together by dollars and 
cents and take in reason and common 
sense. I do not advocate the iden of 
taking Tom, Dick and Harry into our par- 
lors and treating them as our equals, But 
there are many diamonds in the rough who 
only need the polishing that even our so- 
ciety could give them to muke them shine 
and become real gems, We who are farm-

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A Hoisting Singletree. 

The illustration is of a hoisting single- 
tree which has been recently patented in 
the United States and which has been 
successfully used on hay derricks and 
Where hay is put into the barn by means 
of a large fork, dn the figure on the right 
the singletree and accompanying apparatus 
are shown in position, The traces are 
passed through the keepers, and along the 
back of the singletree to hooks in the 
centre, The singletree being bent, it can 
be fitted close to the horse like breeching 
Without haying to shorten the traces, It 
isheld up bya strap, the upper end of 
which is snapped into the ring at the back, 


which connects the straps that sup- 
port the traces. By means of this 
arrangement the singletree is kept 
from dragging against the horses 


legs and the traces do not become

unhooked or get under the horse’s feet tn 
backing or turning, ‘The figure on the left 
shows a new spreader attachment by means 
of which two singletrees can be hitched to- 
gether when it is desirable to use two 
horses, ‘This apparatus gives great satis- 
faction, says the Orange Judd Farmer, 
especialty when used for hitching four or 
six-horse teams, It does not strike the 
aniinals’ heels and causes no weight upon 
the necks of the team behind. ‘hese 
singletrees are yery useful in doing all 
kinds of hoisting and are also especially 
adapted to ice plows. 

Lathyrus Sylycstris. 

Our readers have no doubt had their at- 
tention attracted to the new forage plant 
known by the above heading aud by the 
common name of the flat pea, says the 
Mirror and Tarmer, It has been very 
highly praised by the Michigan experiment 
station, This fact will no doubt be taken 
advantage of by the dealers to put it on the 
inarket at the high rates prevailing, It 
came to this country highly recommended 
by Wagnor, an authority highly respected 
and adequate to give it a respectable boom. 
It is adapted to poor and sandy, dry soils. 
It jis very nitrogenous and therefore, 
in the eyes of those who exalt the 
doctrine of narrow nutritive rations, 
very nutritious, Wo have grown it 
with moderate success, This has been the 
fortune of most of the experimenters who 
have tried it except the Michigan station, 
Those who are contemplating trying it will 
do well to make a moderate test, We 
would not discourage its uso, as it may 
have its place on poor, dry soils where 
other crops will not thrive, Its composi 
tion is as follows;

way, 
| Just where the part of wisdom comes in 
‘for me to plant 80 bu, of whole seed per 
‘acre has never yet made sufficiently for- 
‘cible impression to induce me to do so 
vonly in a small way by way of experi- 
‘ment, which resulted in fayor of pieces 
eut to weigh never more than } 1b, 

* Selecting seed for planting requires good 
judgment, using nothing but smooth, 
‘shapely tubers typical of the class and ya- 
‘riety to which they belong. An irregular, 
‘unshapely tuber should be absolutely 
cliecesee if resembling the illustration, 
Mig. 1. 

* Seed should not be too large, neither 
‘too small, but ‘‘average to fair” in size— 
not falling much below 4 1b. nor much 
Above 4 1b, in weight, cut always toward 
ithe stom for the excellent reason that the 
feed vein running from the stem to tho 
seed end supplies the eyes with lateral veins 
Yonning at an angle as indicated in illu- 
stration No, 2, 

, If a concave knife be used it should be 
very slim, or any other knife used should 
be of like character so that the grain of 
the seed piece will not be broken by wedg- 
iny in passing the blade through while 
cutting. I should be a little doubtful 
about using a cutting machine that cuts 
directly at right angles with the central 
feed yein, thus destroying the functional 
point of the central aud lJateral vein, 
This I should consider a very grave mis- 
take and one that should undoubtedly be 
avoided, 

The seed end is never taken into further 
consideration than to sea that the piece 
‘contains at least one eye of fair size which 
goes into the pile with the rest, Some va- 
rieties are prone to false eyes which should 
be carefully watched or hills will be miss- 
ing. 

r Home Cheese For Home Folk, 

The amount of cheese which any farmer 
would bp likely to make is small, says the 
Kansas Farmer, so it would not pay to buy 
expensive machinery or appliances, A 
thermometer is necessary, and for the 
amount of milk usually found a new tin 
jvash boiler will do in which to make the 
curd. If two milkings are put into one 
‘cheese, a boiler for night's milk and one 
for the morning's milk will suffice, 

The milk should be mixed in the morn- 
ing and slowly raised to 80° F., the rennet 
and the coloring must be added, well 
stirred in and the curd allowed to form, 
which it should do in about forty minutes, 

The coloring may be used or not, as one 
chooses, It may be bought at the drug 
store, aud waileit improves the color of 
the cheese, it ia harmless, <All factory 
cheese as we see it is colored. The rennet 
muy be of two kinds, The old way was to 
uso the salted rennet and souk it in water, 
A better way, when one makes a small 
quantity of cheese or mukes cheese irregu- 
larly, is to buy the rennet tablets made by 
Hanson. Tall directions for using them 
aro found with each package. 

When the curd is firm it must be cut 
into small cubes witha long-bladed knife 
nnd allowed to stand about an hour, It is 
thon gently heated to o temperature be- 
twoen 96° and 100° I’,, never higher, and 
allowed to hold this temperature about 
ton or fifteen minutes, The old rule for 
heating was to let the curd heat for one 
anda half hours and to hold this tempor- 
ature until a bit of the enrd, when chewed, 
“squeaked in the teoth,” 

‘Lho whey is now drawn off and the curd 
hung in a cloth to drain, It is minced 
flue, salted with from two to two and a 
half pounds salt to each hundred pounds 
of curd—the proportion for small cheeses 
being exactly the same, It may be pres: 
sed twonty four hours, and the hoop, with 
ita ‘ follower,” must be strong, while the 
press mity be any homoeanade press avhich 
will bring the desired weight on the 
choose, 

When pressed the choewe may be taken 
out of the cloth in which it was put tnto 
the hoop and be bandaged neatly with 
cheesecloth, It should stand in a room 
nover higher in temperature than 70°, and 
should be turned every day until it ts 
cured, Many choose makers like to grease 
the outside of the choose with a little fresh 
butter every time it is turned, Tt must 
be kept away from the flies, and it should 
cure in from ten days to a month,

Loose collars are the 
most frequent cause of sore shoulders, 
Spongo the shoulders night and morning 
with a strony decoction of white oak bark 
until they get hardened, Many farmers 
think it too much trouble to remoye the 
collars at noon, but I think it would well 
repay the trouble in added comfort to the 
hores, It is like taking off your hat when 
you come in at noon, tired and heated by 
your work, 

Removing tho collars at noon while the 
horses are cating gives the snouldera a 
chance to become cool, Wher a gall does 
come, bathe itat least three times a day 
with cold water, If possible, let the ani- 
mal rest until the place is heuled, but b 
all means try to arrange by winding cloth 
around the collar to relioye the pressure 
upon that spot, Do not hurry the team 
too much, but let it take its own natural 
pace, and it will not need to rest so often, 
and will leave the field fresher than if hur- 
ried along with a whip. 


In marking out ground for corn or pota- 
toes, if one horse is used it is not so easy 
to drive in o straight line as when two 
horses were used, Jf 4 single horse is used 
it will go straighter and better if allowed 
to go slowly. A horse that is jerked and 
ete at becomes nervous and does not 

how what it is about, and can not do halé 
80 well as whon ho is unexcited, 
horso a loose rein when he is at work. 
He cannot use his full strength i€ his head 
is drawn up with a tight check rein, Per- 
haps it is not best for all kinds of work 
that there be no check rein at all, for a 
horse will be reaching down to the ground 
when standing still, but it should certain- 
ly allow the horse to get his head down to 
a level with the rest of his body. Some 
horses naturally carry their heads high, 


even when at work, but most of them do~ 


not need to get their heads down to throw 
_ ll their weight into the collar to move a 
heavy load. 


Clean Horse Collars, 

One reason why horses gall their shonl- 
ders while at work is the neglect of the at- 
fendant in keeping the portion of the col- 
lar that presses against the skin free from 
the dirt, or dandruff, which is constantly 
gathering upon the leather. This is rolltd 
into lumps by thé friction of the collar 
against the shoulder in walking. At the 
beginning of the season's work the shoul- 
der is tender, the hair long and full of 
dandroff, and when the work is heavy the 
collar should be cleaned every morning and 
noon, before commencing work. For the 
first few days one or two cleanings during 
the half day will prevent galling. This 
can be done by rubbing the hand briskly 
several times over the surtace. It takes 
bwta moment and can be done while the 
teum is resting. The shoulders should also 
be washed in warm wafer at night, rubbed 
dry, and if then washed in water iu which 
white oak bark has been boiled for fifteen 
minutes the skin is tonghened and the gall- 
iug prevented. Colts, particularly, should 
have their collars well fitted.—American 
Agriculturist. 


Train Colts to Walk. 

Many colts are now learning to work. 
The rate of travel required of them is im- 
portant Confining the travel mainly to a 
walk is not the rnle with all drivers. As 
soon as the young animal ceases to rear 
and plunge in the harness, it is often con- 
sidered ‘‘broken” and is allowed to take 
any gait it may choose, The old horse by 
which the youngster is hitched, is allowed 
to advance by long rapid strides, thus 
forcing the colt out of a walk from the 
atart. The older animal needs to be held 
back and forced to walk at a rate which 
the learner can equal. Gradually increase 
the rate, but only in keeping with the 
ability of the colt to walk. A colt that 
proves naturally slow at the walk must be 
given short trips of not more than five 
miles, and be steadily urged to a fastor 
gait, It is work todrive a ‘‘green’’ colt 
properly, The man who takes tho reins 
at such times for pleasure, is out of place. 
The early habits of the colt will cling to it. 
For this reason it should be learned to 
travel at a brisk walk during the first three 
months it is worked. The well-trained 
horse finds it a relief from the wall, of 
course, to be given a brisk trot during the 
last one-third or one-fourth of the jour- 
ney. —Orange Judd Farmer.

Because poor horses are bad prop- 
erty, many will not try to raise colts next 
year, If only poor ones can bo grown this 
policy is wise, Notall the really choico 
stallions are beyond the means of the aver: 
aye farmer, and as five years must elapse 
before the produce will be ready for mar 
kot it seems reasonable that those who now 
breed their best mares in the best possible 
way will be in line for fair profits in the 
future, Tho sorvice fee should not stand 
in the way, if the breeder would be suc: 
cessful, ‘Len dollayva invested may return 
a $150 horse, aud half of $10 would prob: 
ably produce a $50 horse with the samo 
amount of food and cave in eithor case, 


Sweet Potatoos as Keod. 

Tho tops of sweet potatoes make an {m- 
portant feed for stock, and especially for 
dairy eattle, says Bulletin No, 28 of the 
Yoxis station, Since they grow in bunches 
and stand up well they can be cut with a 
mowing muchine and put up like regular 
forage crops, ‘They also mako a saind of 
vory fair quality, Thirty-one varioties of 
sweet potatoes were tied and reported on-

there is ® hole drilled to the depth of seven 
feet, and it has been protty generally agreed

LAKE NAVIGATION. 

Detroit, March 21,.—Veseel ownera are 
considerably alarmed at the prospects for 
low water next season, A letter just mailed 
by Capt J. Wescott tohis friends and cus 
tomera, explains the situation: ‘As the 
opening of navigation draws near I thought 
it best to call your attention to the low 
stage of the water in this ‘vicinity, The 
water is now, and has been for nearly the 
last three months, about one foot lower than 
during the winter of 1894 This may be 
caused by anice blockade at different pointe, 
but observation and careful comparison of 
the present etage with other winters lead 
me to believe that during 1893, more es- 
pecially the firat of the season, if not during 
the whole season, we thall have a much less 
depth of water than ever before ; in fact it 
has a very alarming outlook, IfI wera to 
predict regarding tho genoral state, after 
the opening of navigation, I feel perfectly 
safe in saying that the water will beat 
least ten inches lower than last season. 
Daring other wintors we have had it up and 
down, but this winter has beon a downward 
gauge all the time, and the winds seem to 
have a tendency to lower it.” 

Captain Millen, of Parker & Millen, said 
there was no doubt that the water would bo 
lower next year than ever before, Ve . 
men will make up for it by charging hi : 
rates and refusing contracts. Sounding off 
Sand Bench last week showed the water io 
Lake Huron to be one faot lower thanit was 
a year ago, and at Detonr, at the head of 
re Eluron, it was nearly a foot lower. 
« ehowa that the low stage ia not caused 
by ice blockades, The waterinthe ‘S 90” 
was 14 feet deep Inst year, but ouly 13 may 
be expected next soason,
